nation, is fcarcely to be credited. 

Mr. Ward in his Lives of the Grefham ProfeiTors has given 
us a much more favourable Idea of this Gentleman, who, as 
may be coUe^ed from both Accounts, was the Son of Rob* 
fiutton of Bifliopilon in Wiltfhire. He was entered at Exeter 
College where he made fo great a progrefs in Learning that, 
having taken the Degree of B. A. he was recommended by 
Dr. Prideaux the Re£lor to Sir Nath. Brent Warden of Mer- 
ton College to ftand for a fellowlhip there, and was eleded, 
with eleven others, probationer Fellow of that Society in the 
Year 1633. He became a noted tutor in his College ; and had» 
among others, that famous Linguiil Zachary Bogan for his 
Pupil. Upon the breaking out of the Civil War, he left 
Oxford and reAded in London, and in 1 643 was elefled Geo- 
metry Profeflbr in Grefham College. He was appointed 
with Mr. Joihua CroiTe, then ProfeiFor of Law in Grefham 
College, one of the Delegates for the Affiflance and Informa- 
tion of the Vifitors at Oxford, to which place he attended 
them OA. II. 1647. When the Earl of Pembroke made his 
public Entry as Chancellor, Mr. Button, being one of the 
Pro£tors ele£l, not in the regular ftatutable Way» but by the 
interpofition of the Parliament, received him at Merton 
College with a Latin Oration. The Office of Prodlor requi- 
ring Mr. Button's attendance at Oxford, he refigneci his Pro-> 
feflbrihip at Grelham College June 13***. of that Year. Upon 
the 4*^ of Auguil following He was made Canon of Chri&« 
Church and public Orator of the Univerfity by the Viiitors» 
and was one of thofe Perfons to whom a grant was made by 
the Delegates to become Dodlors of Divinity whenever they 

pleafedj which none of them chofc to mak^ ufe of; Mr. 

Button^ 
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the condudt and command of Robert Earl of Eflex, 
the Members of the Univerfitie of Oxon, began 
to put themfelves in a pofture of Defence, and 
efpecially for another Reafon, which was, that there

Button, as M. a Wood fays, declining it on Account of his 
being then newly married or upon the Point of Marriage, 
and therefore unwilling to be at the Erpcnce. 

After the Reftoration of King Oharles H. he wasejeded by 
the Commiffioners from his Canonry and Orator's Place, in 
the former of which he was fucceeded by Mr. John Fell, and 
in the latter by Mr. Rob. South. Mr. a Wood fays that when 
he was removing his Goods from his Houfe at Chrift Church, 
to make room for Mr. Fell, he wouW ufually fay, when he 
heard the two little Bells ring to Canonical Prayers, " There 

now go the Mafs-Bells ; and let thofe that are affefted that 

Way go to the Church, for be fure I Ihall not ;* or words 
to that Effedl. He retired, after this, to Iflington, and fuf- 
fered in his Fortune by having Youths under his Care for 
Inftrudion, not having taken tfte Oath againft Refiftance* 
The late Sir Jofeph Jekyll was one of his Pupils, among 
whom he lent feveral of his Orations and other Exercifes for 
their Imitation. Mr. a Wood fays that he preached in Con- 
venticles till his Death, which happened in the latter End of 
061. 1680 ; when he was buried in Iflington Church with 
his Son, who died at or near the fame Time of a Confump- 
tion. 

From feveral Circumftanccs above mentioned it appears 
that Mr. a Wood is juftified in aflertiag that He was Purita-: 
nically nffeSied ; — but it redounds much to his Honour, that 
he and his Colleague Mr. Croife were highly inftrumcntal in 
continuing the learned Dr. Pocockc in his Hebrew and Ara- 
bic Le6lures.

bury and Warwick. Dr. Pink of New Coll. the 
Deputy-Vice-chanccUour, called before him to the 
public Schooles all the privileged men's Armes, to 
have a view of them : where not onlie privileged 
men of the Univerfitie and their fervants, but alio 
many Scholars appeared, bringing with them the 
Furniture of Armes of every Col. that then * any 
any. Mr. Wood's Father had then Armour or 
Furniture for one man, viz. a Helmet, a Back and 
Breaft-picce, a Pyke and a Mufquet, and other 
Appurtenances : And the eldcft of his Men-fer- 
vants (for he had then three at lead) named Tho- 
mas Burnham, did appcare in thofe Armes, when 
the Scholars and privileged men trained ; and when 
he could not train, as being taken up with bufi. 
nefs, the next fervant did traine : and much adoe 
there was to keep Thomas, the eldeft Son, then 
a Student of Chr. Ch, and a youth of about 18 
yeares of age, from putting on the faid Armour 
and to traine among the Scholars. The faid Scho- 
lars and privileged men did fomtimes traine in 
New Coll. Quadrangle, in the eye of * Dr. Rob. 
Pink, the Dep. Vicechancellour, then Warden of

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the faid Coll. And it being a novel matter, there 
was no holding of the School-Boyes in their School 

perpetual fellow of New Coll. in 15965 took the degrees in 
Arts, entered on the Phyfick Line, was admitted Bach, in that 
faculty 1 61 2 J afterward ftudied Divinity, was elefted War- 
den of his College 161 7, proceeded in Divinity and was 
much eileemed by King James the L for his Dexterity in 
difputing, as by King Charles the I. for his eminent Loyalty. 
He was a zealous Defender of the Univerfity Privileges and 
Liberties, efpecially when he performed the Office of Vice- 
Chancellor, and efleemed by all that knew him moft eminent 
for Knowledge in Philofophy and Divinity.— He died much 
lamented by the Members of his College^ becaufe he had 
been a vigilant, faithful and publiqk fpirited Gov'emour $ by 
the poor of the City of Oxon, becaufe h? had been a con- 
ftant benefaftor to them j by the orphans, to whom he had 
been a father { and generally by all who knew the great Vir* 
tues, Piety, and Learning of the Perfon, on the 2d Day of 
Nov. 1647. Whereupon bis Body was buried in the outer 
Chapel belonging to New Coll. between the Pulpit and the 
Screen, leaving then behind him certain matters £t for the 
Prefs. 

In 1677. Dr. Ralph Brideoake Bi/hop of Chichefter who 
liad in his younger Years been patronized by the faid Dr. 
Pink ercfted, out of Gratitude, a comely Monument for him

About the fame time his Maj. caufed his Maga- 
zine to be put into New College Cloifter and Tower 
6fr. Whereupon the Matter of the School there, 
with his Scholars ( among whome A. Wood was 
one) were removed to the Choriftcrs Chamber at 
the Eaft-end of the Common Hall of the faid Coll. 
It was then a dark nafty Room, and very unfit for 
fuch a purpofe, which made the Scholars often 
complaine, but in vaine. 

His Father Thom. Wood or ^ Wood, before Jan. 19; 
mentioned, died, being Thurfday, about 4 of the 
clock in the Morning, to the very great Grief and 
Reluftancy of his Wife and Children. He died in 
his Houfe in the Backfide before mention'd, in the 
room over the Kjtchin : and being a fat and cor- 
pulent man, and therefore his Body could not 
keep, he was buried between 8 ^nd 9 of the clock 
at night, on the fame day, in the North part of 
Merton Coll. outer-Chappell or Church, neiire to 
the Graves of Jam. Wood, his yonger brother, 
who died in Sept. 162*9. and Jo. Wood, his Son, 
whome I have mentioned under the yeare 1639. 

Wood (Father to A. W.) was borne at 
Iflingdon neare London in January 1580, was bred 
in Grammar Learning in thofe parts, became a 
Student in Broadgate's hall (now Pemb.

Before which time he had 
taken to wife an antient and rich maid, called 
Margaret, dau. of Hugh Wood of Kent (of the 
Family of the Woods of Waterbury in that County) 
and Sifter to Rob. Wood, a Haberdaftier pf Hats, 
living at the Plow and Harrow on Ludgate Hill in 
London, and to Henry Wood, living in Kent. 
They were married at Wood-Eaton in Oxfordfliire, 
where fliee lived in the Houfe of Rich. Taverner, 
Efq; (Uncle to Tho. Wood his fccond Wife.) 
About which time the (aid fecond Wife, named 
Mary ( who was borne in the faid Houfe ) being 
then a Child of about two yeares old, Tho. Woo4 
would often take her out of the Cradle, dandle 
her in his Armes, and would feveral times fay, that 
he hoped ihee would live to be his fecond Wife, 
which accordingly came to pafs, and* was Mother 
to A. Wood. By and with the Money, which Tho. 
Wood had with the faid Margaret, and the 500//. 
which his Parents bequeathed to him, he grew rich, 
purchafed the Houfe wherein A. Wood was borne, 
with it's appurtenances, alfo the great Inne called 
the Flour de Luce, which I have before mentioned.

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Wife, which hapned atTetfworth 14 July 1621, 
he took to Wife Mary Pettie, alids La Petite, 
Mother to A. Wood (the fame who had been the 
child in the Cradle before mentioned ) by whome 
having a good portion, and growing richer there- 
upon, he was fined in O^bober 1 630 for refufing 
the honour of Knighthood, a matter then latoly 
brought [up] to obtaine Money for his Majeftie's 
ufe. This Money, which was paid by all perfons 

of 40^'. per an. that refufcd to come in and be 
dub'd Knights, was called Knigbtbood-Money. This 
Thorn. Wood was Son of Richard Wood, who, 
when a youth, was brought to lilingdon by Rob. 
Wood his Uncle and Godfather, as the tradition 
goeth in the Family : who giving him good breed- 
ing, he ever after lived in good Fafliion. The 
Pofterity of the faid Robert, who have Lands and 
Tenements to this day in IHingdon, live at King- 
fton upon Thames in Surry 5 where, and elfewhcre^, 
they have an Eftate, that amounts to 2000^'. per 
An. and have been feveral times offered the degree 
of Baronet.

It was much lamented by the Relations of the 
Father and Mother of A. W. that he and his bro- 
ther Chriftophcr were left yong, when their Father 
dyed, and that no bobody was left (becaufe of the 
raging of the Civil Warr) to take care of them, 
only a Woman. His elded: Brother Thomas,

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whome I fhall menrion under the yeare 1651, Was 
then a rude and boifterous Soldier. His fecond 
Brother Edward, was now a yong Scholar of Tri- 
nity Coll. (lately of Mcrton) and did in this, or in 
the next, yeare beare Armes for his Maj. within 
the Garrifon of Oxon. and was fo farr from being 
a.Governour or Tutor to others, that he could 
fcarcely govern himfelf 5 and his 3^ Brother Ro- 
bert was in France in the thirteenth yeare of his 
age. In this condition he continued, and yet went 
to« Schoole at New Coll. but by the great Hurry 
and noife, that was this yeare in Oxon. and by the 
abfence of his Maiter, he and his Brother loft 
much time. 

This yeare the * Plate, which had been given to 
A. Wood by his Godfathers and Godmother, which 
was confiderable, was (with all other Plate in Oxon.) 
carried by his Majeftie's command to the Mint at 
New Inne, and there turned into Money to pay 
his Majeftie*s Armies. 



* It is much to be lamented that the Necei&ties of the 
Royal Party required a Supply of this Nature. Had.thcfc 
valuable Services of Plate been pledged only for a Time, and 
afterwards redeemed by their original Voffcffors, (which moit 
probably would have been the Cafe) they wo\ild now have 
repEiained as fo many Curjous and Inilruflive Specimens of 
the State and Progrefs of various Arts in the JCingdom* at 
that Period, In Colleges and public Bodies this would have 
happened more particularly, who, from a laudable Gratitude

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M iDom. 1644. 
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On Wedncfdajr, being the Eve of the Afcenfion, May 29. 
Robert Earl of Eflex, Gencraliffimo of the Parlia- 
ment Forces, and S'. Will. Waller, going with their 
Forces from Abeqdon over Sandford Ferry, and 
fo thro Cowley, and over BulHngton Green (to the 
end they might go towards Iflip) faced the City of 
Ozon«, for feveral Houres, whilft their Carriages 
dipt away behind them. This gave fome Terror 
to the Garrifon of Oxon. his Maj. being then 
therein, and great Talke there was, that a Siege 
would fuddenly follow. Mr. A. Wood's Mother 
therefore refolving, that he and his Brother Chrif- 
topher fliould be removed out of harme's way, (he 
fent them with an horfe and man into the country : 
And becaufe the Infedion was then in Oxon. fhe 
order'd, that they fhould be conveyed to Tetfworthf 
ten Miles dillant from Oxford $ where they conti* 
nued for afortnight or more in the Houfe of • Rich. 
Scicnfe, then called the Catherine Wheel, now a 
great new built Inn of Brick (1683) at the lower 
end of the Towne. There, I fay, they continued 
till it was thought, that they had no infeftion about 
them, and then they were conveyed two miles on 
one fide of Tetfworth, to a Mcrkate Towne called 
Thame, and there they were fet downe, and con-

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vcyed into the Vicaridge Houfe, neare to, and on 
theNorth fide of, the Church, where they were 
very lovingly received by the Vicar Mr. Thorn. 
Henant, and his Wife Elizabeth, one of the 
Daughters of Leonard Pettie, Gent. Kinfman to 
the Mother of A. and Ch. Wood •, in which houfe 
their three elder Brothers had before fojourned, 
while they went to the Free-School * in Thame, 
Afterwards they were entred into the faid School, 
there to be educated till they were fit to be Aca- 
demians or Apprentices.

Which Will. Burt was afterwards Schooknafter of 
Wykeham's School nearc Winchefter, Warden of 
the Coll. there, and Dr. of Divinity. The Ulher 
eS the faid School was one David Thomas, Bach, 
of Arts of Jefus Coll. who before had married a 
Maid of ordinary Note, but handfome. Sheis had 
feveral yeares lived in the Parifh where A. and Ch. 
Wood were borne, and her Sirname, I think, was 
Amie Price. Price, having been brought up under [her] KinC- 
woman or Aunt called Joaoe Evans, who kept, a 
publick houfe, now knowne by the name of the 
Magpie^ in the fame Parifh. 

The faid D. Thomas was afterwards the fecond 
Mafter of the Free^School of Dorchefter in Oxford- 
fliire, founded by Joh. Feteplace, £fq;. and at 
length Mailer of a well endow'd School at Leycef- 
tcr, the chief Towne in Leycefterlhire, where he 
continued till the time of his Death, in Aug. 1667, 
having before obtained a comfortable Eftate by the 
great paines he took in Pedagogie, and by the 
many [ Sojournours ] that he alwaies kept in. his 

Houfe. 

It was obfcrv'd by the Vicar Mr. Henant, while 
A. Wood fojourned in his houfe, that the faid A. 
Wood was very fedulous, was alwaies up and readie 
the firft in the Houfe, and alwaies ambitious of 
being firft in the School in the Morning ; and if 
any way hindred, he would be apt to cry and make 
a noife, to the difturbance of the family, as Mr. 

Henant 
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Henant hath fcveral times told him, when he was 

Mr. of Arts. 

A, Wood did partly remember, that he was much 
retired, walked moftly alone, was given much to 
thinking and Melancholy ; which fometimes made 
his night's reft fo much difturb'd, that he would 
walk in his Sleep (only with his fhirt on) and dif- 
turb and fright people of the Houfe, when they 
were going to their refpeftive Beds, two or 3 
houres after he Jiad taken up his reft. This alfo, 
bcfides his owne memorie, he hath been often told 
by his Cozen Henant the Wife, who lived at Great 
Milton neare Oxon. in the houfe of his Cozen 
Joh. Cave, after her huft)and*s death. 

On Sunday the * 8 of 06lob. hapned a dreadfuU oa. 8. 
fire in Oxon. ftich a one (for the ftiortnefs of the 
time, wherein it burned) that all Ages before could 
hardly p^ralel. It began about two of the clock in 
the afternoon in a little poore houfe, on the South 
fide of Thames ftreet (leading from the North gate 
to High Bridg) occafion'd by a Foot-Soldier's roaft- 
ing a Pigg, which he had ftoln. The wind being 
veric high, and in the North, blew the Flames 
Southward very quick and ^'ftrangly, and burnt all 
Houfes and Stables (except S. Marie's Coll.) ftand- 
ing between the back-part of thofe houfes, that 
extend from the North Gate to S, Martin's Church

which were two which belonged to A.Wood's Mo- 
ther, befides the Stables and back-hpufes belong- 
ing to the Flowr de Luce, which were totally con- 
fumed, to her great Lofs, and fo confequently to 
the Lofs of her Sons, as they afterwards evidently 
found it.

While A. Wood and his brother Chriftopher 
continued at Thame, you cannot imagine, *was 
gre^t Difturbances they fuffer'd by the Soldiers of 
both Parties, fom times by the Parliament Soldiery 
of Aylesbury, fomtimes by the King's from Borftall 
houfe, and fomtimes from the King's at Oxon. and 
at Wallingford. The chiefeft Difturbances and 
AfFrightments, that they and the family, wherein 
they lived, endured, were thefe. 

On the 27 of January, being Munday, an.16^^ 
Colonel Tho. Blagge, Governour of Wallingford 
Caftle, roving about the Country very early with a 
Troop of ftout Horfmen, confifting of 70 or 80 
ft moft, met with a Partie of Parliamenteirs or 
Rebells, of at leaft 200, at Long Crendon, about

a mile 
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a mile Northward from Thame : which 200 be- . 
long'd to the Garrifon of Aylcfburie, and being 
headed by a Scot, called Colonel Crafford, who, 
as I think, ^Yas Governour of the Garrifon there, 
they pretended, that they were looking out Quar- 
ters for them. I fay, that Col. Blagge and his par- 
tic, meeting with thefe Rebclls at Long Crendon, 
fought with, and made them run, till his men fol- 
lowing them too eager[ly] were overpowered with 
multitudes, that afterwards came in to their affift- 
ance, (almoft treble his number) at which time he 

himfelf with his flout Captaine — Walter 

(they two only) fought againft a great many of the 
Rebells fyr a long while together ; in which en- 
counter the brave Colonel behaved himfelf as man- 
fully with his Sword, as ever man did, flafliingand 
beating fo many frelh Rebells with fuch Courage 
and Dexterity, that he would not ftirr, till he had 
brought off all his owne men, whereof the Rebells 
kild but two (not a man more) tho they took fix- 
teen, who ftayed too long behind. Captain Walter 
had fix Rebells upon him, and, according to his 
cuftome, fought it out fo gallantly, that he brought 
himfelf off with his Colonel, and came home fafe 
to Wall ingford with all their men, except j8. Col. 
Blagge was cut over the Face, and had fome other

hurts, but not dangerous. 

After the Aftion was concluded at Crendon, gnd 
Blagge and his men forced to fly homeward, they 
took part of Thame in their way. And A. W. and 
bis Fellpw-Sojournours being all then at Dinner in

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the Parlour with fome Strangers there, of who'me 
their Mafter Burt and bis Wife were of the num- 
ber, they were all alarum'd with their approach : 
and by that time they could run out of the Houfe 
into the Backfide, to look over the Pale that parts 
it from the common Road, they faw a great num- 
ber of Horfmen pofting towards Thame over 
Crendon Bridge, about a Stone's caft from their 
Houfe (being the out and only Houfe on that Road, 
before you come into Thame) and in the head of 
them was Blagge with a bloody Face, and his party 
with Capt. Walter following him. The number, as 
was then gueffed by A. W. and thofe of the family, 
was 50 or more, & they all rode undej; the faid 
Pale and clofe by the Houfe. They did hot ride 
in order, but each madelhift to be foremoft; and 
one of them riding upon a (helving ground, oppo- 
fite to the Dore, his Horfe flip'd, fell upon one 
fide, and threw the Rider ( a lufty man ) in A. 
Wood's fight. Colonel CrafFord, who was well 
*hors'd at a pretty diftance before his men in pur- 
fuite, held a Piftol to him ; but the Trooper cry- 
ing Quarter, the Rebells came up, rifled him, and 
tj)6k him and his Horfe away with them. Crafford 
rode on without touching him, and ever or anon 
he would be difcharging his Piftol at fome of the 
Fag-end of Blagg's Horfe, who rode thro the Weft 
end of Thame, called Prieji-End^ leading towards 
Ricot.

Whether Crafford and his men followed them 
beyond * Thame, I think not, but went into the 
Townc, and rcfrefhed themfclvcs, and fo went to 
Aylesbury. I find one Laurence CraflFord, the fixth 
fon of Hugh Crafford (of the fame family, which 
is noble, of Kilbourne) to have been borne in his 
father's Caftlc at Jordan hill nearc ^ Glofcow in 
Scotland, on the Cal. of Nov. i6ii, and to have 
received fome Education in Glafcow. Afterwards 
it appeares, that he went beyond the Seas, and 
fcrvcd in the Warrs for eleven yeares under Guf- 
tavus and Chriilianus, Kings of Sweedland, in 
Germany, and afterwards for the fpace of three 
yeares he was a ^ Protobune of Horfc under Charles 
Lewis Eleftor Palatine. In 1641 he was fent inlo* 
Ireland by the Parliament of England to fight 
againft the Rebells, where he ferved in the quality 
of a Tribune for two yeares, and in 1 643 he was 
fent for from thence by the Pari, of England, and 
mad<5 Legatus fecundus under Edw. Earl of Man- Major ge* 
chefter, and afterwards in the Scotch Expedition. °*"^* 
At length when the Scots befieged Hereford, he 
was kird with a Bullet, Ihot from the Works, on 
the 17 of Aug, 1645, aged 34 yeares : whereupon 
his body being carried off to the City of Glocefter, 
it was buried there in the larg Chappel at the Eaft 
End of the Choire, called our Ladie*s Chappel, 
within the Cathedral there, and foon after had a

Wall neare to his Grave, contairiing the proportion 
of a man to the middle (or the Buft of a man) in 
white Marble, with a fiiort ftafF in his right hand, 
which monument continuing in it's lufter till after 
the reftoration of K. Ch. 2. it was then ordered to 
be plucked downe by the Bilhop, Deane and Pre- 
bends. This Laurence CrafFord feems to be the 
fame perfon with Colonel CrafFord before men- 
tioned, who, I think, was Governour of Aylesbury 
in Bucks for a time. As for Colonel Blagge, who 
was borne of an antient and gentile familic in Suf- 
folke, he fufFered much between the declenfion of 
the King's caufe and the reftoration of K. Ch. 2, 
by- exile and feveral imprifonments j but after the 
[King was] reftored, he was rewarded with * with" 
the Governourfhip of Yarmouth and other things 
in Norfolk; yet being juftfctlcd, and in capacity 
of fpcnding the remainder of his Dayes in cafe and 
quietnefs, he died, to the great grief of his family 
and relations, within the City of Weftminfter, on 
the 14 of Nov. 1660, aged 47 yeares : whereupon 
his body was buried in the great North Ifle, joyn- 
ing to the Church of S. Peter (commonly called 
the Abbey Church) within the faid Citie. 

The next great Difturbance, whereby A.W. and 
his Fellow Sojournours were alarum'd at Thame, 
was this. In the latter end of Apr. 1645, a famous 
Buckinghamftiire commander, called Capt.

Phips 
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Phips the Ragman, was in Thame with 20 Horfe 
and Dragoons, to guard their committee for the 
Excife (the chief of which committee were Good- 
man Heywood and Goodman * [Hen] the Butcher 
his fervant) and tarrying there two dayes or more, 
S'. Will. Campion, Governour of Borftall Houfe^ 
having received notice of them, fent oiit his Cap- 

tainc Lievctenant, called Capt. — ^ Bunce, 

with a partie of 20 Horfe, who inftantly marching 
thither over Crendon Bridg, as it feems, and fo by 
the Vicaridge Houfe, drove them thro the Townc. 
of Thame. Whereupon Phips and his Committee 
flying pretty faft, till they came to the Bridg be- 
low Thame Mill (which is Eaftward and a little by 
North about a Stone's-caft from the Vicar's houfe) 
the[y] faced about, hoping to make good the 
bridge with their Dragoons. But^this valiant Cap- 
taine Bunce, after he had received a volley from 
Phips and his partie (which touched only one com- 
mon Soldier flightlic) charged over the Bridg, and 
with his piftols (hot one of them dead, and beat 
them off the Bridge, fo as they all ran away, but 
loft juft half their number : for befides him that 
was killed, there •were nine taken, whereof two 
were Cap. Phips himfclf & his Lievtcnant, ten. 
only efcaping, moft of which had marks beftowcd 
on them. 

Capt. Bunce returned fafe to Borftall with 9 pri- 
foncrs, 10 Horfes, fix fire-lock Mufquets, antl 4 
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cafe of Piftols. This is that Buncc^ who fliot the 
pillaging Scot, called Major Jecamiah Abcrcromy 
(belonging, I think, to Aylesbury Garrifon) ncare 
Stretton-Audley in Oxfordfliire ; which entring 
deep into his fide, fell from his Horfe on the 7 of 
March 1644: fo that, being carried off Prifoner, 
with others, to Bprftall Houfe, died there foon af- 
ter, full of forrow for his adtivity in the Rebellion 
againft K. Ch. I. 

Another great Alarme to the juvenile Mufes in 
*the Vicaridge houfe, particularly to A. W. was this. 
Colonel Rich, Greaves, a moft confiding Presby- 
terian, laying couchant for a confiderable time in 
Thame with a great partie of Horfe ( upon what 
account I can not tell) in the beginning of Sept. 
i^45> it was knowne among the chief Officers in 
Oxon. Whereupon Col. Will, Legge the Gover- 
nour ihcreof, refolving to beat up him and his 
partie, he fent 400 Horfe from Oxon. commanded 
by Col. 'David Walter (High-Sheriff of theCoun* 
tie) and Col. Rob. Legge the GovernourV Brother. 

* In a Recefs on the North Side of Wolvercote Church

Thcfc, with 60 Mufquctiers of the Governour*s 

Regiment (commanded by Captaine - Burgh) 

marched forth from Oxon. in the afternooh of Sa- 
turday Sept. 6, and before they * came to Thame, 
they divided into two Bodies, the Van headed by 
Col. Walter and the Reer by Col. R. Legge. They 
found the Towne very ftrongly barricaded at every 

Avenue: notwithftanding which. Major. 

Medcalf (Maj, to Coll. Rob. Legge) charged the 
RebcUs Guards, fo as Maj. Medcalfe with 7 Troop- 
ers leapt from their Horfes, and removing the 



Exchequer, Groom of the Bedchamber to King Charles the 
fecond and Lieutenant General of the Ordnance, which Of- 
fice his Majefty gave him as a Reward of the great Valour 
and Loyalty he had fliewcd in the Service of his Father of 
Glorious Memory, during the Civil Wars. He was born at 
Sarfden in this County, married Elizabeth the Widow of 
Francis Lord Dacre, of Herftmonceaux in SuiTex, by whom 
he had no ilTue: Died at London the 22**. of April 1679, 
and in the 68'** Year of his Age, 

The above Monument of Sir John Walter is a curious Peice 
of Workmanfhip and was highly painted and adorned, but 
through Length of Time and Want of Repair is greatly de- 
cayed.

' opened the Avenue, "X By Col, Rob, Legge, They found 

the Totone very ftrongly barricadoed at every Avenue : notwith^ 
ftanding which ^ Major • . . . Medcalfe ( Maj. to Col, Rob, LeggJ 
gallantly led up the forlorne hope^ charged the Retells Guards faT 
maintained his Ground fo handfomly^ that Major ^glionby coming 
up to his AJjyiancey the Rebels were beat off the Guards, fo as 
Maj, Medcalf with 7 Troopers leapt from their Horfes^ qnd re- 
moving the Carts opened the Avenue Diar. 

£ Carts 
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Carts opened the Avenue. This done, the two 
gallant Majors charged the Rebells up thro the 
Street, doing execution al the way to the Market- 
place, where Col. Greaves himfelf ftood with about 
200 Horfe drawn up -, but Col. Walter being ready 
with the other Troops (viz. his ownc, that of Col. 
Tooker and that of Major TriPc) gave the Rebels 
fuch a Charg, as made them fly out of the Towne ; 
and after purfuing the fugitive Rebels, drove them 
above half a Mile from Thame. In the meanc 
while Col. Legge, who with the Reere guarded the 
Towne and Avcnews, Icaft other of the Rebells 
(being in all 800) (hould break in and defert the 
whole, now drew into the Towne, that others 
might have fecure time to fearch Houfes and Stables. 
Orders were given, and 'twas done accordingly. 
After which they all drew out of the Towncf, and 
marched away with their Horfcs and Prifoners. 

Before they had gone two miles, at leaft 200 
Rebels were got in their Reere, but then Col. 
Legge charged them fo gallantly, that the Rebels 
ran back, much fafter than they came on. Yet 
farr had they not gone, before thefe vexed Rebels 
came on againe, and then alfo Col. Legge beat 
them fo farr back, that they never attempted to 
come on againe. In this lad charge that mod 
hopeful yong Gentleman *Capt. Hen. Gardiner 
(Son of S'. Tho. Gardiner, his Majefl:ie*s SoUicitor 



* S^ Thomas Gardiner of Cuddefdcn in Ozfordihire, Kt. 
Son of the Recorder of London, and a Captain of Horfe 
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Gen.) was unfortunately (hot dead ; a Youth of 
fuch high incomparable courage, mix'd with fuch 
abundance of Modefty and Sweetnefs, that wee ^ 
cannot cafily match him, unlefs with his brave 
Brother, yong S\ Thomas Gardiner, which two 
are now buried both in one Grave in the Cathedral 
of Chrift Church in Oxon. whether they were 
brought with much univerfal forrow and affe6lion. 
Befides this gallant Gentleman, no Officer was 
killed, only 3 comhion Soldiers, nor fcarce any 
hurt, only * Maj. Mcdcalfe (hot in the Arme. The 
Rebels dropt plentifully in the Street and in the 
Fields, and CoL Greaves efcaped very narrowly, 
being run into the Body, and at firft thought to

He was 
Kted by his Majefty, whilil he Tate at Dinner, upon the Pe* 
livery of the ^lcws of Prince Rupcs fuccefs agaiixft the rcbcUs 
that had belieged Newark — March 164I. 

Henry Gai^dincr a Captain of Horfe 2d Son of Sir Thomaa 
Gardiner killed at Thame when the Caveliers beat up the Q^» 
of the Parliamentarians there : 7 Sept. 1645, and was buried 
by his father.

* Captain Scrope Medcalf a Yorkfhire Man died in the 
houfe of John Egerly againfl Univerfity College in the Pariih 
of St. Peter in the Eaft, 13 Sept. 1645. ^^ commanded the 
Troop belonging to the Governour of OXON ( . .^ . . Legg) 
when the Cavaliers beat up the Parliament Quarters at Thamc^ 
and receiving wounds there, died of them.

* William Browne, B. D. was born at Churchill in Dorfet- 
fhire of which Place his Father was Redlor, and educated at 
Blandford under Mr. Gardiner.

low thereof in 1643. He had the Charafter of an ingenious 
Man, a good Scholar, and as admirable a Difputant as any 
of his Time in the Univerlity.

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they had taken, which, beiides common Troopers, 
were 27 Officers : among whome were their Ad- 
jutant-General — — * Puide, their Provoft- 

Gcneral Marftiall (or Proy. Marihal General) and 
j their chief Engineer, four Captaines, as Capt. 
Hanfon, Joh. Thornhill, James the Elder &fr. fe- 
vcn Lievtenants, viz. Wilmot, Hughes, Bagnall, 
Lampcrt, Canne, Wilfon, Crompton, and three 
Cornets, BracKhaw, Brooks and Symons. There 
were alfo taken 13 Sergeants, Quartermafters and 
Corporalls, and a great deal of Money was found 
in the Rebels Pockets, (having lately received Ad- 
vance-Money.) Many Armes alfo were taken, and 
between two and three hundred good Horfe, bcfides • 
three Colours, two whereof had Mottos. The one 
was, Non Reos Res^ and the other was, Patria 
pofcente paratus. 

This Alarm and Onfet was made by the Cava- 
liers from Oxon. abotit break of day on Sunday 
Morning Sept. 7. before any of the Rebels were 
ftirring. But by the Alarm taken from the Senti- 
nel, that ftood at that end of the Townc leading 
to Oxon. many of them came out of their Beds

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into the Market place without their Doublets ; 
whereof Adj. Gen. Puide was one, who fought in 
his fhirt. Some that were quartered neare the 
Church, as in Vincent Barry's houfe between it and 
the School, "and in the Vicar's houfe (where A, 
W. then fojourn'd) fled into the Church (fome with 
their Horfes alfo) and going to the top of the 
Tower, would be peeping thence to fee the Cava- 
liers run ** run" into the Houfes, where they quar- 
tered, to fetch away their Goods. 

There were about 6 of the Parliament Soldiers 
(Troopers) that quartered in the Vicar's Houfe, and 
one being flow and carelefs, was airing and warm- 
ing his' 3oots, while they were fighting in the 
Towne : and no fooner he was withdrawne, into 
the Garden I think, but fortie of the Cavaliers, 
who were retiring with their Spoyle towards Bor-» 
ft all (for they had feparated themfelves from thofe 
that went to Oxdn.) ran into the Vicar's Houfe, and 
fcized on Cloaks and Goods of the Rebels, while 
fome of the faid Rebels (who had lock'd themfelves 
up in the Church) were beholding out of the Ch, 
Windows what they were doing. 

On the day before (Saturday) fome of the faid 
Rebels, that lodg'd in the faid Houfe, had been 
progging for Venifon, in Thame Park I think, and 
one or two Paftiies of it were made, and neWly put 
into the Oven before the Cavaliers entred into the 
Houfe. But fo it was, that none of the faid Rebels

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were left at eleven of the clock to eat the faid 
Pafties, fo their (hare fell among the School-boycs, 
that were Sojournours in the faid Houfe. 

As for the beforemention'd Adj. Gen. Puid, he 
had leave within 3 dayes after he was brought to 
Oxon. to depart upon his Parol ; yet wanted the 
Civility, either to returne himfelf, or to releafe the 
Gentleman, (or any other) that he had promifed in 
exchange. for him. Such, and no better, is the 
Faith and Humanity of the Rebels. 

Befides thefe, were other Alarms and Skirmilhes, 
which being frequent and of little concern, yet 
much to the School-boyes, who were interrupted 
thereby, I (hall forbeare the recital of them. They 
had alfo feveral times Troopers from Borftal, who 
would watch and be upon the Guard in the Vica-- 
ridge houfe (the out-houfe Northward from Thame^ 
as I have before told you ) and continue there a 
whole night together, while fome of their Partic 
were upon London Road ncare Thame, to lay in 
wait for Provifion or Wine that came from London 
towards Aylesbury, or to any perfons thereabouts 
that took part with the Rebells, Some of the(e 
Troopers would difcourfe with the School-boyes, 
that lived in the Houfe (being ^of the number of 
fix, or fomtimes more) while they were making 
their Exercife in the Hall againft the next day. 
Some of them A. W. found to have Grammar 
Learning in them, * as" by the queftions they pro- 
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poied to the Boys : and others having been, or 
lived, in Oxon. knew the Relations of A. W. which 
would make them fhew kindnefs to him and his 
Brother. But that which A, W. obferv'd, was, 
that the Vicar and his Wife were alwaies more kind 
to the Pari. Soldiers or Rebells, than to the Cava- 
liers, as his Mailer W. Burt and his Wife were, 
having been alwaies acquainted with and obliged 
to the Families of the Ingoldesbies and Hamdens 
in Buckinghamihire, and other Puritanical and 
fadtious Families in the faid Countie ; who, while 
yong, had been moftly bred in the faid School of 
Thame, and had fojourned either with the Vicar 
or Mafter: But as for the Ulher Dav. Thomas, a 
proper flout Welfhman, A.W. alwaies took [him] 
to be a good Loyallifl, as indeed he was.

Jun. 10. Wednefday Jun. 10, the Garrifon of Borftall was 
furrendred for the ufe of the Parliament. The 
School-boys were allowed by their. Mafter a free 
Libertie that Day, and many of them went thither 
(4 Miles diftant) about 8 or 9 of the clock in the 
Morning, to fee the forme of Surrender, the 
ftrength of the Garrifon, and the Soldiers of each 
partie. They, and particularly A.W. had inftruc- 
tions given to them before they went, that not one 
of them Ihould either taft any Liquor, or eat any 
Provifion in the Garrifon •, and the reafon was, for 
feare the royal partie, who were to march out 

thence. 
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thence, (hould mix Poyfon among the Liquor or 
Proviilon that they (hould leave there. But as A. 
W. remcmbred, he could not get into the Garri- 
ibn, but ftood, as hundreds did,, without the 
Works, where he faw the Governour S'. Will. 
Campion, a little man, who upon * fome occafion 
laid flat on the ground on his belly, to write a 
Letter, or Bill, or the form of a Pafe, or fome 
fuch thing, 

Wednciday and Midibmer day, the Garrifon of 
O^on. wRich was the chiefei): Hold the King had, 
wd wherein he bad moftly refided while the Civil 
Warr continued, was furrendred for the ufe of the 
Fajrliainent, a3 moft of his Garriibns were this yeare, 
OCCdfion'd by the fatal Battle of Nafeby, which 
hapned in the laft yeare, wherein the King and 
his partie were in a woful manner worfted. In the 
Evening of the (aid Day, many of the King's Foot- 
partie, that belonged to the faid Garrifon, came 
into Thame, and layd downe their Armes there, 
being then a wet iedbn. Some of whome conti- 
nuing there the next day, A. W. went into the 
Towne to fiee them. He knew fome of their Face* 
and they his, but he being a Boy, and having no 
Money, he could not then relieve them, or make 
idicm drink : yet he talked with them about Oxford 
^d his Relations and acquaintance there ; for the 
doing of which he was check'd when he came 
borne. 
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In the latter End of Aug. or beginning of Sept. 
following his Brother Edw. Wood Bach, of Arts 
and Scholar of Trinity Coll. came on Foot from 
Oxon. with Leonard . Pettic ( the Brother of the 
Wife of his cozen Henant the Vicar) and another 
Scholar to fee him and his Brother, the Vicar and 
the Maftcr and their Wives. They continued at 
leaft two Nights in the Vicar's houfe, and great 
Kindnefs was exprefied by them towards A. W. 
and his Brother Chriftop. whom, the next day, the 
faid Edward told, that they were ibon after to re* 
turn to Oxon. that their Mother had much fufier'd 
in her Eftatc by the late dreadful Fire in Oxon. 
;ind therefore was not able to maincaine them any 
longer at School in Thame, t?r. A. W. feemed 
, .very forry at this News, becaufe he was well and 
warme where he was, had good companie, and 
fcem'd to have a fix'd Love for the place, even lb 
much, that he did never afterwards care to hear of 
^ew Coll. School to have given him Scholaftical 
Education ; but applied all he had to that of 
Thame &fr. But there was no Remedy, for go he 
mud, and go he did with his Brother after Michael- 
mas following. 

After his returne to the houfe of his Nativity, 
he found Oxford empty, as to Scholars, but pretty 
well repleniflied with Parliamentarian Soldiers, 
Many of the Inhabitants had gained great ftore of 
Wealth from the Court and Royallifts, that had 
for feveral yeares continued among them ; but as 
for th^ yong men 9f the City and Univerfity, he 

found 
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^ound many of them to have been debauch'd by 
bearing Armes, and doing the Duties belonging 
to Soldiers, as watching, warding, and fitting in 
Tipling-Houfes for whole Nights together. His 
Mother put his Brother Chriftopher to School in 
Oxon. and himfclf to the Tuition of his Brother 
Edward of Trinity College, to whom he went 
once or twice in a day to receive inftrudion, and 
alwaies fpent every afternoon in his Chamber, 
which was a Cockleloft over the common Gate of 
that College. 

While he continued in this condition, his Mo- 
thcr would alwaies be foliciting him to be an Ap- 
prentice, which he could never endure to heare of: 
And fomtimes flie wpuld tell him', that (he would * 
fet him out to an Attorney or SoUicitor, and he 
remembred well, that fhc often mentioned M", Joh. 
Theyer, a SoUicitor (of whom (hall be mention 
made under the yeare * i66. .) as a fit Matter for' 
him, but ftill he drew back and turn'd his eare. 
^ Nay (he was fo filly, that (he would feveral times 
propofe to him fome inferior Mechanical Trade, 
becaufe (he found him to have a Mechanical head, 
and alwaies at leifure times very aftive in framing 
little trivial Things or Baubles.

May 26. A. Wood was matriculated as a Member of the 
Univerfity and a Gentleman*s Son. This was done 
by his Brother Edward, who obtained a Certificate^ 
that he was matriculated, from Matth. Crofs the 
fuperior Beadle of Law, which he kept by him to 
the time of his death. But afterwards when he was 
Matter of Arts, and had a full fight of the Matri- 
culation Books, he could not find his name regef- 
tred in any of them. 

Oa. 18. S^ Luke*s Day and Munday he was entred into 
^ the Buttery-Book of Merton College, being about 
that time made by ^I^ Edw. Copley, Fellow of 
that Houfe, his Poft- Matter, and put into the 
Chamber under him in the great Quadrangle. He 
had not then any Tutor in that Coll. but continued 
ft ill under the Inttruftion of his Brother Edw. in 
Trin. Coll. 

.At that time Chrittmas appearing, there were

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At all thefe Fires every Nighty which began to

On Candlemas day, or before (according 
as Shrove -Tuefday fell out) every Frefliman had 
warning given him to provide his Speech, to be 
fpoken in the publick Hall before the Under- 
Graduats and Servants on Shrove -Tuefday night 
that followed, being alwaies the time for the ob- 
fervation of that Ceremony. According to the ^ 
faid Summons A. Wood provided a Speech as the 
other Frclhmen did.

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they left the Hall to the Libertie of the Undcr- 
graduats, but with an Admonition from one of 
the FcUowes (who was the Principal of the Undcr- 
gratuats and Poflmafters) that all things fhould be 
carried in good Order.

Noble) was making 
the lefler of the brafs Pots ful of Cawdel at the 
• Frcflxman's Charge ; which, after the Hall was 
free from the Fellows, was brought up and fet be- 
fore the Fire in the faid Hall. Afterwards every 
Frcftiman, according to feniority, was to pluck off 
his Gowne and Band, and if ^ poflibly to make 
himfclf look like a Scoundrell. This done, they 
Were condufted each after the other to the high 
Table, and there made to ftand on a Forme placed 
thereon ; from whence they were to fpcak their 
Speech with an audible Voice to the Company : 
which, if well done, the perfon that fpoke it was 
to have a Cup of Cawdle and no faked Drinke ; if 
indifferently, feme Cawdle and fome falted Drink ; 
but if dull, nothing was given to him but falted 
Drink, or Salt put in College Beere, with Tucks 
to boot. Afterwards when th^y were to be admit- 
ted into the Fraternity, the Senior Cook was to 
adminifter to them an Oath over an old Shoe, part

♦♦ Nathaniel Br^nt was Son of Anchor Brent of Little 
Wolford in Warwickihire, a younger Son of Richard Brent, 
Gent. ^ el deft Son of John Brent of the houfe of Brent of 
Cofington in Somerfetihire, was born at Little Wolford before 
mentioned, became Portionift, commonly called Poft-Mafter 
of Merton College in 1589, admitted Probationer Fellow of

The memberi of every Coll. were all fum- 
tnoned to appeare on a certaine day, and (bmtimes 
two or 3 Colleges or more appeared in one day, 
and if they did not give apofitive anfwer, whether 
they would fubmit to them and their Vifitation, as 
appointed by Parliament, they were forthwith 
cjedted.

a zealous Man for the Church and Prelacy, 

But when he faw the Prefbyterians begin to be dominant 
he fided with them, and becaufe of a Pique that had been 
between the Mbots and Biihop Laud^ he therefore became a 
frequent Witnefs againft the laft» at his Trial, deferted Oxon, 
and his College^ when King Charles garrifoned that Place for 
his Ufcy took the Covenant, and ran altogether with the re- 
bellious Rout. About the fame time he was ejeded his War- 
denfhip of Merton College by his MajeHie's Command, but 
reftored again when. Oxford Garrifon was furrendred for the 
Parliament's Ufe an. 1646. In the Years 1647, and 4^* ^® 
was appointed Arch -Vifkor of the Univerfity , and what he 
did there to promote the Prelbyterian Caufe the Hiilory and 
Antiquities of the Univerfity of Oxford will tell you under 
thofc years. When an Order was made againft Pluralities, he 
was forced to leave Merton Coll. in 1650, at which time, (if 
I liiiftake not) he refufed alfo the Oath called the Engagement^ 
At length, after he had lived 79 years, he gave way to Fate 
in his Houfe in Little Britaine in the City of London, 6***. of 
Nov, 1652. Whereupon his Body was buried on the 17^^. of 
the fame Month in the Church of Little St. Bartholomew within 
the faid City.

Wharton's Trial of Arch-Bifliop Laud. 

G 2 Friday 
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May 12. Friday (May 12) the Members of Merton Col* 
lege appeared, and when A. W. was call'd in (for 
the Members were called in one by one ) he was 
ask'd this Queftion by one of the Vifitdrs : Will 
you fubmit to the authority of Parliament in this Vi^ 
Jitation ? To which he gave this Anfwer, and wrot 
[it] downe ' on a paper, lying on the Table, as he 
was diredled : / do not under fi and the bujinefs^ and 
therefore 1 am not able to give a direSt Anfwer. 

Afterwards his Mother and Brother Edward, who 
advifed him to fubmit in plaine Termes, were ex- 
ceeding angry with him, and told him, that he 
had ruined himfelf, and mull therefore go a beg- 
ging. At length, by the interceflion of his Mother 
made to S'. Nathan. Brent (who ufually cal'd her 
his little Daughter, for he knew her, and us'd to 
fet her on his knee, when fliee was a Girle and a 
Sojournour in her husband's houfe, during the 
time of his firft Wife) he was conniv'd at and kept 
in his place, othcrwife he had infallibly gon to the 
Pot, 

Aug. His eldeft Brother Tho. Wood, who had ferved 

in the Quality of a Lievtenant of Horfe for his 
Majcftic during the Warr, did, after the Warr was 
terminated, rcturne to his Coll. of Ch. Ch. and

there received the profits of his place -, but about 
the beginning of Aug. this yeare, he very abruptly 
left the Univerfitie, went into Ireland, and finding 
out his School-Fellow Colonel Hen. Ingoldesby,

became an Officer in his Regiment, to fight againft 
the Rebells there. The reafon^ o£ his fuddcn De- 
parture was this : viz. that he being one of the 
prime Plotters of the remaining Cavaliers in Oxon. 
to fcize on the Garrifoi!i, Vifitors, and all the Armes 
they could find, to the end that they might joync 
themfelves to others, that had plotted in the fan^c 
manner in other Parliament Garrifons, to relieve 
the diftreflcd Cavaliers that were befieg'd in Col- 
chcfter, the Plot was difcovered by one or more of 
them when they were in their Cups -, which made 
every one (hift for tnemfelves as well as they could, 
but fome being taken, one of them, named Ed- 
ward Adams, a Barber, was upon the point of 
being hanged, having mounted the Ladder in or- 
der thereunto on thefigne Poft of the Catherine 
Wheel in Magdalen Parilh (in which Inn they had 
lavd the Foundation of their Plot.) Mr. Francis 
Croft, whome A. W. found to be one of the Chap, 
laynes of Merton Coll. at his firft coming there- 
unto, was deeply engaged in the faid Plot. He 
was a high-flone Cavalier and a boon Companion, 
and was the man that gave to every perfon, that 
was concern'd in the Plot, the Oath of Secrecy : 
which being done, they were to write their names 
in his little paper-book, which he ufually carried 
in his Pocket ; but if they could not write, they 
were to fet their Mark, and he to add their names 
to it. At the firft difcovery of the Plot, Mr. Croft 
fled, and fome of the Parliament Soldiers of the 
Garrifon fuppofing that he might be in his Cham- 
ber, 
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ber, which joyned to that Chamber^ which was 
iafterwards the O^tnmon Room belonging to Met* 
ton Coll. they broke open his Dore» fearched but 
found the Bird flown. This being done early in 
the Morning, his Dorc ftood oi>en moil of the day 
following, and A. W. with ibme of the Juniors 
going into it, faw it ail adorn'd with Efcocheons^ 
which he (Mr. Croft) had got by burying feveral 
Perfons of Quality in Merton Coll. Church anil 
elfewhere, during the abode of the King's and 
Queen's Courts in Oxon. but theie, his Books and 
bedding were not then touched. 

Edward Wood before mentioned. Bach, of Arts 
^nd Scholar of Trin. Coll. (who before had fub- 
jnitted to theVifitors) was with others admitted 
Probationer- Fellow of Merton Coll. They were 
feverely examined, and in due courfe elected and 
admitted : which was done by the favour of the 
Warden S'. N. Brent "the Arch-Vifitor. Some 
AdmiQions that followed were done by the folc 
Authority of the Committee and Vifitors. Soon 
after E. Wood being fetled in the Bay - Tree - 
Chamber, in the firft Quadrangle next to the Gate 
of Merton Coll. A. Wood was put into the Cock- 
loft over him. So then, and after, his trudging to 
Trin. Coll. to receive his inftru&ion was fav*d.

A. Wood^s Mother (Mary Wooi}) being mtich 
oat of Purfe in reedyfying the Stablei and Out- 
Houfes of the Ftowr de Luce, and in repairing 
the Inn it felf, ihe gave off Houfe-keeping, and 
taking her Son Chriftopher and a Maid with her, 
went to Cafilngton neare Woodftok, and fojourn^d 

in [a] fair Scone houfe, then inhabited by one 

Tipping, lately fequeftred from the Vicaridg of 
Shabbingcon in Bucks, neare to Thame, who had 
married an Oxford (Gentlewoman, the dau. of one 
Will. Dewey, who had been acquainted with M"*. 
Wood from her Childhood, In the fame Houfe 
did then fojourn Mr. Joh. Lucas, lately fenior Fel- 
low of New College, and Mr. Rich. Sherlock, 
lately Chaplain of the faid College, but now,(i649) 
Curat of Caflington. A. Wood did often retire 
thither to fee his Mother, and fomtimes lodge 
there for a night or two. Mr. Sherlock was civil 
to him, and would give him good inftrudtion, and 
talk fatherly to him. * Mr. Joh. Goad was then 



* John Goad was the Son of John Goad of London ; He 
was educated at Merchant Taylors School, elected Scholar of 
St. John's Coll. Ozon. in 1622, afterwards Fellow, M. A. 
and 1643, Vicar of St. Giles's Church : where, continuing 
his Duty very conftant during the time that the Garrifon was 
befieged by the Parliament Forces, did undergo great Dan- 
gers by Cannon Bullets that were ihot from their Camps ad- 
joining, in the time of Divine Service : In 1 646, he was pre'- 
fen^d tX) the Vicaridge of Yamton near Oxford by the Chan- 
cellor and Matters of the Univerfity ; In thfe Year following, 
ia con£deration of his Scfxnoni preached at Oxon. before the 

King, 
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Vicar of Yarnton, a mile diftant from Caffington ; 
(to whom Chriftop. Wood went dayly to School) 
and being a fufiering Cavalier, did go often to the 



King, he was created B. D. Being defired by Dr, Franc 
Chcyncll in 164.S, who well knew his merit, to return to his 
fellowftiip, he would not comply ; but keeping Yarnton till 
the King's Reft : afterwards took >the Offe» of Tunbridge 
School : In Ihort time after, he was made chief Matter of 
Merchant Taylors School, where he continued with great 
Succefs till 1681 ; at which time he was fummoned to appear 
before the chief Heads of the Society of Merchant Taylors, 
and charged with certain paifages in behalf of Popery in his 
Comment on the Church of England Catechifm, but dif- 
charged with a confiderable Gratuity. The Particulars of this 
Affair fee in a Poftfcript to a Book entit. Contrivances of the 
fanatical Confpirators in carrying on the Treafons under Um- 
brage of the Popilh Plot, laid open ; written by W. Smith 
Schoolmafter at Iflington, who ftiles Mr. Goad fo qualified a 
Perfon that a better could not be found in the three King- 
doms. Mr. Goad being thus difmiffed took a Houfe in Piq^ 
cadilly, and kept a private School. In the year 1686. in the 
reign of K. James II. he declared himfclf a Roman Catholic, 
having many Years been fo in his mind. In 1689, he died, 
and was buried at the Church of Great St, Helen, London. 
Several Elegies were publifhed on his Death : two of whicK 
I have fcen.

This perfon A. W. did often fee there, and re- 
ceived Inftruftion from him in many particulars, 
and found him' an exceeding loving and tender 
man. A. W. did not then in the leaft think to write 
the Lives of the faid Rich, Sherlock and the faid 
J. Goad, as afterwards he did, or to Kve to fee 
them well promoted, and become eminent Authors. 
But fo it was, that length of time and fufferings 
made them forget fuch a little thing as A. W. was, ' 

and much adoe he had to make D". Sherlock know 
and underftand him, when, 20 ycafes after this 
time, he fent to him Letters to Winwick in Lan- 
calhire (one of the fatteft Parfonages in England ) 
to let him have an Account of himfelf, to be put 
in Hiji. Csf yintiq. Univerfit. Oxon. ^ * At which time (,) Lib. 2; 
finding him (hie in anfwering his Letters, he was s^'ijfo^; 
forced at length, when he faw where the fault lay, ^J; vd?f' 
to tell him, that he vi^as * that he was" the fon of p-533-(^33) 
that little woman ( M'^*, Wood ) that fomtjmes fo- 
journ'd with hirp in the fame Houfe at Caffington, 
wherin he alfo had fojournM ; and then he was free 
with A. W, and anfwcrM his Letters. 

In like manner alfo when A. W. was confuhing, 
30 ycares after this time, the Aihena et Fafti Oxon. 
he fent to Mr. Goad at Merchant Taylors School

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in London for fomc account of himfelf and WrU 
tings, and found him very (hie ; but giving him 
the like Anfwcr that he gave to * D'. Sherlock, he 
was very free afterwards in his communications, 

* Richard Sherlock was born at Oxton in Chcfhire, and 
originally ( as 'tis faid ) a Student in Magd. Hall, where he 
obtained a Part of Academical Learning : Thence he was 
tranflated to Trin. Coll. near Dublin where he proceeded 
Mailer of Arts in 1633, entred into the facred Fundlion, and 
foon after became Minifter of feveral ParifHes in Ireland, uni- 
ted together and yeilding no more than 80 /. fer Annum, At 
length, upon the breaking out of the Rebellion in that 
Country, he journied into England and became Chaplain to 
a Regiment of his Maj efty*s Forces at Namptwich in Chcfliirc. 
But that Place being taken by the Parliament Forces in Jan. 
1643, he retired to Oxon. where he became Chaplain to the 
Governour of the Garrifon there { and at length, by the fa- 
vour of Dr. Pink, Warden of New Coll. he was made one of 
the Chaplains of that Houfe, much about the Time that P. 
Gunning and If. Barrow were made Chaplains alfo. In \6\69 
he had the Degree of Bach, of Div. confered on him in Con-

Jafp Mayne in an obfcure 
Village called Caffington near Woodftock in Oxfordihire, who 
allowing 16 /. fer Annum for his pains (for the Vicaridge there 
is efteemed to be worth but 50/. per Ann,) he gave a good 
Part of it to the poor of that Place. At length leaving that 
Cure, upon the Ejediion of the Dodlor, about 1652, he went 
into Lancafhire, became Chaplain to Sir Robert BindloiTe of 
Borwick Hall in the Pariih of Warton, Bt ; where, as long as 
he continued, he was very much troubled with People calPd 
Quakers, againft whom he wrote feveral things. After the

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and received from him ful ' (atisfaftion, cxprcffing^^) sceia 
himfclf, as Sherlock before did, verie jo)rfull, and ^^^^^^ 
congratulated themfelves, that they fliould live to^^i^p^^ 
fee fuch a little Junior, that they had knowne him p. 637- 
to be, to become an Author and a publiftier of fc- 
veral Folios, for the good and benefit of the Com- 
monwealth of Learfiing. 

of Dublin, and about that time, by favour of his honourable 
Patron Charles E. of Derby, (whofe Chaplain he was) reAor 
of Winwick in Lancaihlrc» a Place, among other fat Bene« 
fices of England, of great Name. He was a perfon of moil 
pious Life, exemplary Converfation, of great Charity, Hofpita- 
lity, and fo zealous a man for the Church of England that he 
was accounted, by precife Perfons, popiihly affe6led and a Pa- 
pift in Mafquerade. At length, this moft holy, zealous, mor- 
tified and feraphical Dr. Sherlock, having fpent all his time in 
holy and chafl Celebacy, furrendred up his moft pious Soul 
to God in 1689, and was buried, on the 25'^ of June, within 
the Chancel, at the firft entrance into it out of the Body of 
the Church, at Winwick in the County before mentioned, at 
which time his friend and acquaintance Thomas Crane, M.A. 
preached his funeral Sermon. Before his Death, he ordered his 
Grave Stone with this Infcription in Brafs $ Exuviae Richardi 
Sherlock S.T. D. indignifiimi hujus Ecclefise Redoris i obiit 
20 die Junii Anno ^tatis 76. An. Dom. 1689.

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Sec in the Mf. Anthony Hodges, Reftor of Wytham ia 
JtS, aFafti Berks (a mile diftant from Caflington) would often 
o^^«.p.893. conic among thcfe Royallifts at Mr. Tipping's 
Houfe, and there make them merry. He was a 
very good Scholar, and fit, in many refpefts, to 
oblige Pofterity by his Pen ; but delighting him- 
felf in Mirth, and in that which was afterwards 
called Buffooning and Bantering, could never be 
brought to fet pen to paper for that purpofe. He 
was the Mirth of the Company^ and they efteem'd 
him their Terri:e JUius. 
Dec. John Blanks, a hanfbme yong man, and con^^ 

temporarie with A. W. in Mert. Colh being fent 
for home to keep his Chriftmas, A. W. went with 
him to the Houfe of his Father James Blanks, 
Gent. Impropriator of Bledlow in Bucks, neare to 
Thame in Oxfordfhire, where he continued more 
thanaWeeke, The. Church therfe ftands upon a 
rifing Ground, and at the end of the Chancel, is a 
larg deep place, having on it's fides Buflics and 
Brambles growing. At the bottome of this deep 
place ifiues out one or more Springs, and gives the 
Original to a little River. Between the end of the 
Chancel and the brink or edg of this deep place, 
is contained • as much Ground as the Spate of fix 
paces of a man. A. W. then heard feveral of the 
Inhabitants repeat two old veries, that had gon

This deep place is with them cal'd the Lydi^ and 
the Ground between the Brink of it and the end 
of the Chancel doth fenlibly weare away, fo that 
if fome care in time be not taken, the proverbial 
rerfes may prove true. 

In the Church here were fome Armes ia thiQ 
Windowes, and an Infcription or two on Grave 
ftones, of which A* W. tokc notice according to 
his then capacity, but afterwards obtained a better 
Method of taking them. Thefe things are here fet 
downe, becaufe they were the firft matters of that 
nature that A. W. took notice of. 

In the latter end of January he fent a generous Jan. 
Requital to Mr. Ja. Blanks, for the great Civilities 
he fhew'd unto him, during his being in his houfe 
laft Chriftmas. 

His brother Edward, who was his Tutor, think* Feb. i6« 
ing it fit, that he fhould chang him for another, 
he was put under the Tuition of Clinton Maund, 
an Irifh man, borne of Englilh Parents, as being 
defcended from the Maunds of Cbefterton, near 
Bifter in OKford&ire. He was a Bach. Fellow, 
well 2;rowne in yeares, but a grand Presbyterian, 
alwaies praying in his Chamber, and when Mafter 
of Arts preaching abroad. A. Wood's brother, was 
pevifh, and would be ever and anon angry, if he 

could 
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• could not take or underftand Logical Notions as 
well as he. He would be fonotimes fb angry, that 
he would beat him and turne him out of his 
Chamber;. of which complaining to his Mother, 
ihe was therefore willing, that Anthony fliould take 
another Tutor.

In the beginning of this yeare A. W. was made 
one of [ the ] Bible Clerks, by the Favour of S\ 
Nath. Brent, the Warden, for thcfe reafons ( i ) Be- 
caufe the Vifi tors cal*d in Queftion the right of the 
Fellows of the faid Coll. their beftowing of the 
Poftmafters Places. (2) Becaufe a Clerk's place 
was better than that of a Poftmafter, tho fince not, 
becaufe that Bcnefadions have been after this time 
*have been" bcftowed to make the Poftmafters 
Places better. There was then no duty in the Chap- 
pel for the Clerks, becaufe the Common Prayer 
and Sacraments in the Chap, were put downe, and 
but very little Attendance there was for them in 
the Hall.

In the latter end of Aug. feveral Juniors of Aug, 
Mcrt. Coll. as Jo. Blanks^ Brian Ambler, A.Wood, 
(sfc. got horfes, and rode to Wallingford in Berks, , 
purpofely to fee the Caftle there, being then about 
to be demoliftied. They were in number about 
eight, and when they came to defire the Guards to 
let them come into the Caftle, they refufed to doe 
it, for no other reafon, as the Scholars fuppofed^ 
but that their number was too great, and * may 
hav«i fome Defigne upon them. Col. Arth. Evelin 
was then, as it feems, Governour, but was not at 
home, otherwife, as *tis believed, they might have 
had entrance. So going bacjc to the Towne of 
* Wallingford, they dined there, and return'd to 
Oxon. 

One Anne Green, a Servant Maid, was hang'd Dec. 14^ 
in the Caftle of Oxon. for murdering her Baftard- 
child, begotten by JefFry Reade, Grand-fon to Sir 
Tho. Read of Duns-Tew in Oxfordlhire. After 
(he had fufier'd the Law, (he was cut downe, and 
carried away in order to be anatomized by fome 
yong Phyfitians ; but they finding life in her, would 
not venter upon her, only fo farr, as to recover 
her to life. Which being looked upon as a great

Jan. 1 6. Twehe Poftmafters of Meton Coll. were expePd 
by the Vifitors, viz. Joh. Blanks, John Wright, 
Brian Ambler, Rich. Philipps, &r. Some of which, 
who were godfy TcutbSj as Georg Pricket, Stepb. 
Richmond, Will. Stanie, £s?f. they afterwards re- 
ftored to, and confirmed them in, their places. So 
that had A.W. continued Poftmafter a little longer, 
he had, without doubt, received his ^ietus. As 
for Joh. Blanks, he afterwards retired to his Fa- 
ther's Houfe, and became an Attorney ; Joh. 
Wright, after [the] King*s reftoration, became 
Mailer of the King's School at Worcefter ; Brian 
Ambler a Minifter in Shropfhire •, and Rich. Philips, 
upon a fccond Anfwer given in to the Vifitors, was 
kept in, and after he had taken a Degree in Arts, 
he became a mortified and pious Minifter in Shrop* 
fhire, tfr. 

Jan. 22. Edward Wood, Fellow of Merton Coll. was, for 
divers pretended Mifcarriages and Mifdeameanors, 
fufpcnded by the Vifitors from his Commons and 
all Profits from his place, as alfo from being Tu- 
tor in that Coll. untill farther Order. The Mifcar- 
riages were, firft, for entertaining Strangers at his 
Chamber with more Wine, than 'twas thought 
convenient. (2) for drinking the King's Health at 
Medley neare Oxon. two yeares before, with fome 
of his Contemporaries of Trinity. CoU. Gfr. Which 

Sufpenfion 
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Sufpenfioh ^as occafion'd by the uncharitable In- 
formation made to the Vifitors by Tho. Franke, a 
junior Fellow of Mcrt. Coll. who now did lay in 
wait as 'twere to bring the faid Coll. into diftraflion 
and trouble. 

This Thorn. Franke, after all his obfequious 
Flatteries, fals Tales, cringing to the Presbyterians 
and Independent [s] , and his being aftually in 
Armcs ' in the Troop, raifed by the Univerfity of 
Oxon. againft K. Ch. 2. at Worcefter an. 1651, had 
the impudence, after the reftoration of the faid 
King, to turn about, and for his money to get the 
Redory of Cranfield in Derbyftiire, whilft others, 
that had been great fufFerers for his Majeftic's caufe, 
and had no money, were forced to fhark and live 
as Opportunity ferved. He was a moft vile perfon, 
and not fit to live in a Society ; yet, if I am not 
iiiiftaken, he did, when he ufed to retire to the 
College, after he had been fctled at Cranfield, ^ to" 
cxprefs fome repentance of what he had done to 
the injury of feveral of the Society before Mr. Pet. 
Nicolls and Joh. Powell Senior, Fellowes of' the 
faid Coll. 

This yeare Jacob a Jew opened a Coffey houfc 
at the Angel in the Parifh of S. Peter in the Eaft, 
Oxon. and there it was by fome, who delighted in 
Noveltie, drank. When he left Oxon. he fold it in

Thorn. Wood, eldeft brother to A. W. died of 
the Flux at Drogheda, commonly called Tredagh, 
in the month of Decemb. He was borne at Tetf- 
worth neare to Thame in Oxfordlhire, where his 
Father then had ""a Farme, educated moftly in the 
Free School at Thame under his Kinfman Mr. W. 
Burt, was made Student of Ch. Church in 1638, 
ajs I have before told you, and afterwards was the 
firft, or one of the firft yong Scholars in Oxon^ 
that threw off his Gowne, and ran to Edghill Bat** 
tie. Sec more under the yeare 1642, At his re-sceinthe 
turne thence he was aftually created Bach, of ArtSoT^f-&. V 
among Soldiers that had done Service at the faid ff ' ^'''"'" 
Battle : and then his Father feeing, that he could 
not perfuade him from being a '^Scholar, he bought 
a Horfe, Armes, Cloaths, fs?f. fet him up for a 
Troper, and got him a place to ride in the Troop 
of Captaine Tho. Gardiner of Cudefdon neare Oxon. 
Afterwards he became a ftout and defperat Soldier,

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was in fcveral Battels, and bcfieged in divers Gar- 
rifons, particularly, if I am not miftaken, at Bafing 
in Hampfliire, and was made a Lievtenant of Horfc, 
When the Warr was terminated, and the King's 
Caufe utterlie vanquilhed, he returned to his Col- 
&einore Jege, was adtually created Mr. of Arts, an. 1647,. 
but in the next yeare being deeply engaged in the 
Cavaliering Plot, as I have told you under that 
yeare, (1648.) he, to avoid being taken and 
hanged for it, fled into Ireland, where finding out 
his quondam School-Fellow at Thame, called Col. 
Hen. Ingoldesbie, h& became a Lievtenant in his 
Regiment, afterwards a Captaine, and, as I have 
heard, had a Com million a little before his Death, 
to be a Major. About a yeare before that time, 
viz. in 1 650, he returned for a time to Oxon. to 
take up his Arrears at Ch. Church, and to fettle 
. his other Affaires ; at which time being often with 
his Mother and Brethren, he would tell them of 
the moft terrible aflaulting and ftorming of Tre- 
dagh, wherein he himfelf had been engaged. He 
told them, that "^befides" 3000 at lead, befides 
fome Women and Children, were, after the Af- 
faliants had taken part, and afterwards all the 
Towne, put to the Sword on the 11 ana 12 of 
Sept. 1649; at which time S'. Arth, Afton the 
Governour had his Braines beat out, and his body 
* hack'd to pieces. He told them, that when they

After they had kil'd all in the * Church, they 
went into the Vaults underneath^ whent all the 
flower and choiceft of the Women and Ladies had 
hid themfelves. One of thefe, a mofl: hanfome 
Virgin, arrai'd in cofl:ly and gorgeous Apparel, 
knecrd downe to Tho. Wood with Teares and 
Prayers to fave her Life : And being fl:rucken with. 
^ a profound Pitie, took her under his Arme, went 
with her out of the Church, with intentions to put 
her over the Works to Ihift for her felf j but a Sol- 
dier perceiving his Intentions, he ran his fword up 
her belly or Fundament. Whereupon Mn Wood 
feeing her gafping, took away her Money, Jewells,

In the latter end of 1 680, when the Parliament 
fate at Oxon. A. Wood was walking with S'. Hen. 
S', Georg, Clarentius King of Armes, in the School- 
Quadrangle. S'. Hen. then meeting with Col. Hen. 
Ingoldesbie before mentioned, ^telling him who 
A. W. was, A. W. thereupon did difcourfe with

He told him then, 
he buried [him] in a Church at Trcdagh anfwcr- 
able to his Quality, but could not tell him when 
he died. This * Tho. Wood was a tall, proper and 
robuft man, like his Father, but black and fwarthy, 
unlike in that to any of his Brethren, or Father. 

This yeare A, W. began to exercife his natural 
and infatiable Genie he had to Mufick. He exer- 
cifed his Hand on the Violin, and having a good 
care to take any tune at firft hearing, he could 
quickly draw it out from the Violin, but not with

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Munday, and Shabington Wake as it feems, he 
rode in the Company of a Mimick and Buffoon, 
called Tho. Williams ; and the horfe of A, W. be- 
ing bad, or clfe that he was no good Rider, he 

had a fall, and put out his Arme. Whbn 

he came to Shabbington, he put off his Doublet, 
and found' his Arme fwel'd and exceeding tenden 
Th. Williams, who had been bred an Apothecary, 
would needs perfwade him, that his Arme was not 
out of Joynt, only bruifed, and fo applyed a Cloath 
and Oyle to it ; yet, notwithftanding this, he could 
not ufe it, which caused all his Mirth to be turned 
into Melancholy. In this condition he continued 
about a Week there, rode to Thame, eat and 
drank, but with little comfort or reft, and at length 
came home in a moft. afflided condition. 

After he had been at home fome dayes, he was 
advifed to go to - Adams a Lock-Smith, li- 
ving in Catftreer, who was an expert Bone-fetter, 
to the end that he might look upon it, and fee 
what was to be done. He fpoke mildly to A. W. 
when he look'd on ,his Arme, gave him fweet 
words, and told him all was well. At length caft- 
. ing his head afide, Adams faftned one of his hands 
above and another below the Elbow, pluck'd the 
Arme ftraight and fet it. But the paine being great 
and unexpefted (becaufe that the arteries had been 
ftirunk) he fell into a great fown, and could fee 
nothing but Green before his Eyey. Adams then 
laid him upon the Bed, gave him Cordials, and 
put him to fleep. Afterwards he found himfelf at 

Eafc, 
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and better every day, but never before that time 
or fincc, knew * was Ibwning ^ was or is. 

Thomas Williams before mentioned had an Eftate 
in Land, Houfes and Money left to him by his 
Father, bg?t aever would follow his Trade, on)ic 
live a loos Life, and took all advantages to do it 
gratis. Afterwards when A. W. came to under- 
ftand the World better, he found him a Debaucher 
of Youth, "" and not fit to live in an Univerfitic 
among Gentlemen. His ufual way was, that after 
bte had let out Money to any man, he would hang 
Mjpon him, eat and drink in his Houfe : and. if he 
could meet with any of his acquaintance, whole 
nature was eafie, he would take him with him to 
eat, 4rink and lodg on the Debter. And to this 
Farmer ' of Shabington did he go to hang upon 
him, and *take A. W. with him, as he afterwards 
underftood. 

In the latter End of Aug. or beginning of Sep-y^ , 
temb. A, W. went to angle with Will. Staine of Sept, 
Mert. Coll. to Wheately Bridge, and nutted in 
Shotover by the way. The day was hot, and A. 
W. fitting and {landing fome houres in Fifliing, he 
got an Ague, came home faint and dry, with the 
lofs of an Appetite of eating. It proved a quartan 
Ague, and an houre or two before it came on him.

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he would be exceeding prone to vomit, and what 
in the Well-Days his Stomach had contradled, he 
would on the fick-day vomit it out with great 
wrctching and payne. This brought his Body low, 
but made him grow much taller: and much Phy- 
fick and Slops being taken in the Winter follow- 
ing, yet he could find no remedy. At length he 
was advifed to retire into the Country to take bet- 
ter Ayre than in Oxon. follow the plow, and ule 
what exercife he could there to Ihake the Ague off, 
Feb, 15. Tuefday (Feb, 15.) A. W. went to Caffington 
before mention'd, and becaufe Mr. Tipping and 
his Wife had quitted their Quarters in that Towne, 
he took up his Quarters at the next dore, in the 
houfe of an honed and fufficient Farmer, called 
Francis Bolter ; whofe houfe tho thatched, yet he 
had a very fair Chamber therein with a Chimney, 
and a place to lay his books in. 
Pcb. 21. A. W. had a very fad Dreame in his Sleep. He 
was in a melancholy place, had no companion, i^c. 
His body was much out of order, and on thoic 
nights, wherein he had his hot Fit ( for his cold 
Fit would come with extreame vomiting about 5 
or 6 at night) he would have difconfolate Dreames, 
which would make him melancholy on the dayes . 
following. 

While he continued in the Country, he followed 
the Plow on his Well-Dayes, and fomtimes plowed. 
He learnt there to ring on the fix Bells, then newly 
put up : and having had from his moft tender 
yeares an extraordinary ravifhing Delight in Mu- 

fick. 
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fick, he prafticcd privately there, without the help 
of an InftruAer, to play on the Violin. It was 
then that he fet and tuned in firings in Fourths, 
and not in Fifths according to the manner : And 
having a good eare, * and ready to fing any Tune 
upon hearing it once or twice, he would play them 
all in (hort time with the faid way of Tuning, which 
was never knowne before. 

His Landlord did once perfwade him' to drink 
his Ague away : and thereupon going to the Ale- 
houfe an Houre or two before it was come, they 
fet hand to fift, and drunk very defperatly. But 
then vomiting all up before it made any conti- Mar. 4. 
nuance in his ftomach, or before it got up in his 
head, he was forced, after he had fpent three (hil- 
lings, to lead his Landlord home, notwithftanding 
he had put in Mr. Wood's cup Tobacco. This 
Country man (a merry Fellow, and one that pre- 
tended to wit) thought, that the Ague was a little 
Spirit or Devil, that had got within him ; and 
therefore when hot weather came, he would have 
him go into the water and drowne it, or go to 
Oxon. in a Boat, and fo ftiift it from him into the 
water, and row haftily from it, and leave it to (hark 
for it felf. A. W. told him this was a Pythagoraean 
Opinion of his : at which hard word being ftartled, 
he thought it was none of his, but the little Devil 
within him that fent it out of his Mouth, &?f. In 
this condition he continued till the weather was

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altered, and gre^ hotter, and then his Ague and 
fits grew lefs, yet when cold weather came againc 
it would be apt to return, and would have faftncd 
on him againe, had he not prevented it by Phyfick*

Wood, with Mr. Tho. Cole Steward of Merton 
Coll. were with him to comfort him in his difcon- 
folate Condition. They dined with him, and then 
departed.

After he had Ipent the Summer at Caffington in 
a lonifli and retired condition, he returned to Oxon. 
and being advifed by fome perfons, he cntertainM 
a Mafter of Mufick to teach him the ufual way of 
playing on the Violin, that is, by having every 
String tuned 5 notes lower than the other going 
before. The Matter was Charles Griffith, one of 
the Mufitians belonging to the City of Oxon, 
whom he thought then to be a moft excellent Ar* 
titt, but when A. W. improved himfelf in that In- 
Sept. 8. ftrument, he found him not fo. He gave him 2 s. 
6d. entrance, and los. quarterly. This perfon 
after he had extreamly wondred how he could play 
fo many Tunes as he did by Fourths, without a 
Diredlor or Guide, he then tuned his Violin by 
Fifts, and gave him Inftruftions how to proceed, 
leaving then a Leffon with him to praftice againft 
his next coming.

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The hft y^arie, after he was entfed into the 
|mbfick Library (which he took to be the happi- 
ncfs of his Life, and into which he never emred 
without grtat Veneration) he cocild do but httlc 
in it, becaufe he was entred but a little while be«- 
fort hk Ague took him. But this yeari being a 
coftflant Student therein, he becanie acquainted 
with the Places. in the Arts Library, (for no far- 
ther could Bachelaurs of Arts then goe) where the 
books of Englifh Hifforie and Antiquities ftand. 
He lighted upon The Defcriptian of Leycejierjhire^ 
^rmott by Will. Burton : and being exceedingly 
delighted with the performance, he did this or ift 
the yeare following, take notes thence, and make 
c6He<ftions from it, which he had lying by him in 
his h&, dayes. He took great DeKght in reading 
The Dijphy $f Heraldry^ written by John Guillim^, 
and in other books of that Faculty, written by 
Joh. Boflewell, John Feme, 6?^. and endeavoured- 
to draw out and trick Armes with his Pen* And 
afterwards when he came to full yeares, he per- 
ceived it was his natural Genie, and could not 
avoid * them. Heraldry, Mufick and Painting did 
fo much crowd upon hitn, that he could not avoid 
them ; and could never give a reafon why he fhould 
deUght in thofe Studies, more than in others, fo 
prevalent Was Nature^ mix*d with a gcnerofity of 
mind, atid a hatred to all that was fervile^ fneak- 
ing or advantagious for Lucre fake. His brother

Edw. Wood was much againft thefe Studies, and 
[ advifed him to enter on thofe that were beneficial, 

as his Mother did. He had then a gentile compa- 
nion of the fame Coll. (J. W.) who delighted in 
vcrtuous Studies as he did, and would walk feveral 
times with him in Ihady recefles and retired walkes, 
to each others content; but the fame J. W. being 
a Gent, of a good Defcent, and an heir to an Eftate 
of 700 /. per an. at leaft, he went afterwards to 
London, mixed hithfelf with idle company that 
flattered and admired him, and at length de- 
ba[ujch'd him j which did not a little Trouble

Not. His Kinfman Charnel Pettie, Efq; an old Puri- 

tan, and an honeft and quiet man, became High- 
SherrifF of Oxfordfhire. His Eftate was at Tetf- 
worth and elfewhere, but lived now at Stoke-Lyne 
neare to Bifter, the Inheritance of his Daughter's 
Son, named Ralph Holt, who being a Minor, the 
faid Charnel Pettie was his Guardian.

July 25. Hufley & Peck, two Gentlemen 

that were lately Officers in the King's Army, were 
hang'd in the Caftle-yard in Oxon. to the great 
Reluftancy of the generous Royallifts then living

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in Oxon. They were out of Commiffion and Em- 
ploy, had no money to maintain them, which made 
them rob on the high- way. After a tedious Im- 
prifonmcnt in the Jayle at Oxon. they were con-^ 
dcmn*d to dye by that inveterate Enemy to the 
Royal Partie * John Glynn, Serjeant at Law, who 
this Ycare went Oxford Circuit. 

Hufley was the eldeft, had received fome Marks 
of * honour in his Face, and no doubt in his Body 
alfo, and died penitent. Peck, who was yonger, 
was proper, robuft, and feemed a ftout man. He 
died refolute, and not fo penitent as Hufley. As 
foon as they were cut downe, they were carried 
away by fome Royallifts, and Hufley was on the 
feme day at night buried by them in the Church 
of S. Peter in the Baylie. This was the firft or 2* 
Execution that A. W. ever faw, and therefore it 
ftruck a great Terror into him, to the difl:urbancc 
of his Studies and Thoughts. They were exceed-

he afterwards received from that Great Man, who always 
honoured him with a peculiar Intimacy. The Civil Wars 
coming on, he went into the Army, on the King*s Side, and 
was Cornet to a Troop of Horfc raifed by Sir Edward Strad- 
ling for his Maj efty's Service, After the Defeat of the Royal 
Party, he returned to his College and Studies, and was pre- 
ferved from the Vengeance of the Parliamentary Vifitors by 
the Intereft of Mr. Oldifworth once Secretary to the Earl of 
Pembroke, and of Col. Ludlow, both nearly related to him 
by Marriage. After the Reftoration he was named, if not 
chofen. Principal of Jefus College, which honourable Station 
he declined, in expedation of Preferment from his Friend 
Dr. Sheldon, Arch-Bifliop of Canterbury, to whom he was 
Chaplain. His Preferments, in confequence of this Attach- 
ment, were the Deanery and Praeccntorihip of Chichefter, a 
Prebend of Weftminfter, a Redory, a Sine-cure, and another 
additional Dignity. In the Year 1 666, He married Margaret 
Daughter of Sir Will. Salter of Richking in Buckinghamfhire, 
by whom he had a numerous lifue. He died at Weftminfter 
on the 18***. of April 1688, in the 67*^ Year of his Age, and 
was buried in the Abbey. ,

The Mufick Matters, who were now in Oxon.

After Cathedrals and Organs were put down in the grand 
Rebellion, he kept up a weekly Meeting in his Houfe oppofite 
to that Place where the Theatre was afterwards built, which 
kept him and his wife in a comfortable Condition. The Meet- 
ing was much frequented and many Mailers of Mufick were 
there, and fuch that had belonged to Choirs, being out of 
all Employ, and therefore the Meeting, as all' other Mufick

Meetings, did flourifh ; and Mufick, cfpecially vocal, being 
' difcountenanced by the Prefbyterians and Independents, bc- 
caufc it favoured much the Cathedrals and Epifcopacy, it was 
the more ufed. But when King Charles was reftored and 
and Epifcopacy and Cathedrals with it, then did the Meet- 
ings decay, efp^cially for this Reafon, becaufe the Matters of 
Mulick were called away to Cathedrals and Collegiate Choirs.

* Dr. John Wilfon was born at Fcverlham in Kent, and 
having an early tafte for Mufic became one of the moft emi* 
nent Matters of that Science. He was made Gent, of the 
Chapell to K, Charles I. and alfo his Servant in ordinary in 
that Faculty. Being in conftant Attendance on his Majefty, 
he played on the Lute with fuch Skill as gave the King great 
Satisfaction, who generally leaned on his Shoulder during his 
Performance. After the Surrender of Oxford, He fpent fome 
Years in the Family of Sir William Walter at Sarfden in Ox- 
fordftiire. At length, at the Requeft of Mr.Tho. Barlow made 
to Dr. Owen, Vicc-Chancellor of the Univerfity, who had 
been his Pupil, he was conitituted Mufic Profeflbr thereof. 
Upon the Return of K. Charles II. he was rettored to his 
places, and was made one of the Choir at Weftminfter, all 
which he kept to his Death. Belides his Publications, which 
have great Merit, he gave to the Public Library a curious MS. 
containing Compolitioris for the Lute, fet to feveral Odes of 
Jiorace and parts of Aufonius, Clandian, Petronius Arbiter, 
Statins &c. to which are prefixed feveral commendatory Co- 
pies of Verfes by Hen. Birkenhead, and others. 

He was a Man of great Humour and an amiable Difpofi- 
tion, and having lived to the Age of 78 Years, died at his 
Jioufe near the Horfe Ferry, Weftmintter, and was interred

He was efteemed the prime Compofer living in the latter 
. end of the reign of K. C. i. in the reign of Oliver C. and 
K. C. 2. Dr. John Wilfon, above mentioned, ufed to fay that, 
for the Honour of his Country, Alphonfo Farabofco born of 
Italian Parents at Greenwich, and John Jenkyn^ at Maidftone, 
were admired not only in England but beyond the Seas for 
their excellent Compofitions.

hended in a man of three or 4 and twentie yeares 
of age. He was much admired at the Meetings, 
and exceedingly pittied by all the faculty for his 
lofs. 

This Summer came to Oxon. Tbe Antiquities of 
Warwick/hire &c. written by Will. Dugdale, and 
adornM with many Cuts. This being accounted 
the beft book of it's kind that hitherto was made 
extant, my Pen cannot enough defcribe, how A. 
Wood's tender afFcdions, and infatiable defirc of 
knowlcdg, were raviftied and melted downe by the 
reading of that book. What by Mufick and rare 
books that he found in the public Library, his Life 
at this time and after was a perfeft Elyfium. 

In the latter end of Oftob. he began to furvey oa. 29. 
and tranfcribc the Monumental Infcriptions and 
Armes in the fevcral Parochial Churches and 
College Chapppls, within the City and Univerfitie 
of Oxon. 

A. W. his Mother, and his two Brothers, Rob. jj^,j^ ,0^ 
and Chriftopher Wood, gave 5^'. to Merton Coll. 
towards the Cafting of their five Bells into Eight. 
Thefe five were antient Bells, and had been put 
up *into the Tower at th©firft building thereof, in 
the time of D'. Hen Abendon, Warden of Mer- 
ton Coll. who began to be Warden in 1421. The 
Tenor or Great Bell (on which the name of the

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faid Abendpn was put) was fuppofcd to be the heft 
Bell in England, being, as 'twas ftid, of fine Met- 
tal Silver found. * The Generality of people were 
much againft the altering of that Bell, and were 
for a Treble to be put to the five, and fo make 
them fix : and old Sarjeant Charles HoUoway, who 
was a very covetous man, would have given Mo- 
ney to fave it, and to make ** and to make" the 
five, fix. Bells, that is to put a Treble to them. 
But by the Knavery of Thonv, Jones, the Sub- 
Warden (the Warden being then abfent) and - - - - 
Derby, the Bell-Founder, they were made eight. 
Dr. Joh, Wilfon, D\ of Mufick, had a Fee from 
the College to take order about their Tuning. 

Whereas A. W, had before learned to play on 
the Violin by the Inftruftion of Charles Griffith, 
and afterwards of Jo. Parker, one of the Univer- 
fitie Mufitians, he was now advis'd to entertaine 
Janu. one Will. James, a Dancing Matter, by fome ac- 
counted excellent for that Inftrumcnt, and the ra- 
ther, becaufe it was faid, that he had obtained his 
knowledg in Dancing and Mufick in France. He 
fpent in all half a yeare with him, and gained fome 
improvement from him -, yet at length he found 
him not a compleat Matter of his facukie, as Grif- 
fin and Parker were not : and to fay the Truth, 
there was yet no compleat Matter in Oxon. for that 
Inttrumcnt, becaufe it had not been hitherto ufed

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in Confort among Gentlemen, only by common 
Mufitians, who played but two Parts. The Gen- 
tlemen in privat Meetings, which A. W. frequent- 
ed, play*d three, four and five Parts with Viols> 
as Treble -Viol, Tenor, Counter-Tenor and Bafs^ 
with an Organ, Virginal or ■ Harpficon joyn*d with 
them : and they cfteemed a Violin to be an Inftru- 
mcnt only belonging to a common Fidler, and 
could not endure, that it Ihould come among 
them, for feare of making their Meetings to be 
vaine and fidling. .But before the Reftoration of 
K. Ch. 2. and efpecially after. Viols began to be 
out of Falhion, and only Violins ufed, as Treble- 
Violin, Tenor and *Bafs -Violin ; and the King, ac- 
cording to the French Mode, would have 24 Vio- 
lins playing before him, while he was atMeales, as 
being more airie and brisk than Viols«

She was the Daughter of - - - - Brome, of Clifton near 
Banbury, and lifter to Henry Brome who died 1667.

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ham of Garfingdon, neare Oxon, Gent, Shcc was 
buried in the Chancel of the Church there by the 
Remaincs of the faid W, Wickham. This Woman 
was Sifter to Hen. Brome, of Clifton neare Ban- 
bury in Oxfordfhire (of the fame Familie with the 
Bromes of Halton) and died in Oxon. 25 March, 
A, W. did not then furvey the Monuments in Gar-, 
fingdon Church, becaufe of the Company thcrc^ 
but rode immediatly home to Oxon. 
Apr. 30. He began his Perambulation of Oxfordfhire : 
and the Monuments in Wolvercot Church were 
the firft that he furvey'd and tranfcrib'd, • 
May 14. All the eight Bells of Merton Coll. did begin 
to ring : and he heard them ring very well at his 
approach to Oxon. in the Eveniifg, after he had 
taken his Rambles all that Day about the Country 
to coUedt Monuments. The Bells did not at all 
pleafe the curious and critical Hearer. However 
he plucked at them often with fome of his Fellow- 
Colleagues for recreation fake. They were all af- 
terwards re-caft, and the Belfry, wherein the Ring- 
ers ftood (which was a little bejow the Arches of 
the Tower, for while the five hanged the Ringers 
ftood on the ground) being built of bad Timber, 
was plucked downe alfo, and after the Bells were 
put up againe, this Belfry, that now is, above the

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Arches, was new made, and a Window broke 
thro the Tower next to Corp. Ch. Coll. was made 
to give light. 

He began to perufc and run over all the Manu- Aug. 4. 
fcript Colledbions of the great Antiquary John Le- 
land, that are repofed in the Archives of Bodlie's 
Library. He was exceedingly [delighted] Mn 
them, was never weary of them, but coUcfted 
much from them. 

In his ratnbles about the Country, he went to Aug. 14. 
Dorchefter, fevcn Miles diftant from Oxon. to fee 
his old Matter David Thomas, who, from being 
Uflicr of Thame School, was now the Hcad-Maf- 
ter of the Free-School at Dorchefter, founded by 
Joh. Feteplace, Efq. an old Bachekur. He had 
fucceeded in that Office Joh. Drope, lately Fellow 
of Magd. Coll. who was the firft Matter appointed 
by the Founder. A. W. could not but here ac- 
knowledge his owne weaknefs, you may call it 
folly if you pleafe, as being ftartled at his firft 
fight of this moft antient City, famous for it*s be-^ 
ing a Station of the Romanes, for it's Entertain- 
ing S. Birinus, and afterwards for giving him bu- 
rial, 6?^. The Church is larg and antique, and 
hath contained many Monuments of Antiquity, 
which are fince fpoyled and defaced. Thofe that 
^ rcmaine he took an account of, as alfo of the 
Armes in the Windowes, and tricked out with his 
Pen the Ichnography of the Church, Cloyfter and

wood of Halton nearc Oxon, was drown*d in his 
paflage from Hamplhire to the Ifle of Wight, He 
had been at^the Election of Scholars at Winchefter, 
and being minded to fee the Ifle erf* Wight, did 
with George Croke * of New Coll. hire a VefTel 
that was leaky, which funk by that time they were 
half way in their Journey. 1 fet this Memoire 
downe, becaufe A. W. had acquaintance with both 
of them. The Mother of the faid Brome Whor- 
wood, who was drown'd, was Jane, daughter and 
^ one of the two Cohcircs of — ^ — -^ — Ryther of 
Kingflon upon Thames in Surrey, fomtimes Sur-^ 
veyor of the Stables to K, Jam. I. and dau. in 
Law to James Maxwell, Efq; one of the Gromej 
of the Bed-Chamber to K. Ch. I. as having mar- 
ried her Mother after Ryther's death. A. W. re- 
membred her well, as having often feen her in 
Oxon. She was redrhair'd, as her fon Brome was, 
and was the moft Loyal perfon to K. Ch* I. in his 
Miferies, ^ as any Woman in England, as it ap- 
peares by fevcral Exploits, that fhe performed in

After his Majeftie had been taken away from 
Holdenby, he was conveyed by eafie removals to 
Hampton Court Auguft 1 647, at which time the 
Citizens of London were very unruly, had aliena- 
ted their afFcdlions from the Parliament, were very 
averfe to the Army, and wholly enclin'd to his 
Majeftie, as having a Defigne to get him among 
them, fettle him in the Parliam. Houfe, and fo 
conclude a Peace. His Maj. knew all this, and 
knew the Infolencies and threatning of the Parliam. 
Soldiers which they gave out to deftroy him, be- 
ing animated fo to do by the Cabal of Parliam. 
Officers fitting at Putney, which therefore made 
him think of an Efcape from Hampton Court, if 
he could well know to what place he could goe. 
Jane Whorwood knowing this, fhee went to Will. 
Lillie the Aftronomer, living in the Strand within 
the Libertie of Weftminfter, to receive his judg« 
ment about it, that is to fay, in what Quarter of 
the Nation he might be moft fafe, and not be dit 
covered till himfelf pleafed. When fhee came to 
his dore, Lilly told her, he would not let her come 
in, for he had buried a Maid-fervant of the Plague 
very lately. I ft&re not the Plague but the Pox^ 
faith Ihce. So- he let her in, and went up ftaires. 
After Lillie had' erefted his Figure, he told her, 
that about 20 miles from London and in Eflex, 
he was certaine the King might continue undifco- 
yered. Sh^e liked his Judgment very well, and 

being 
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being herfelf of a fharp judgment, remembred s 
place in EfTex ^bout that diftance, where was an 
excellent Houfe, and all conveniencies for his re- 
ception, C^c. Away (hce went early next morning 
to Hampton Court, to acquaint his Majeftie ; but 
fee the misfortune, he either guided by his owne 

approaching hard fate, or mifguided by — — 

Alhburnham, went to Tichfield in Hampfliire, and 
furrendred himfelf to Col. Rob. Hammond, Go- 
vernour of the Ifle of Wight. A. W. has heard 

from W. Lilly, that Alderm, Adams 

of London, fent to his Maj. at Hampton Court a 
tboufand pound in Gold : five hundred pound of 
which was put into Jane Whorwood*s hands, who 
gave Lilly for this and other Judgments 20^. of 
the fame Money, as the faid Lilly ufually reported. 
Another Loyal Exploit was this. His Majeftie 
being in Caresbrok Caftle in the faid Ifle of Wight, 
the Kentifli men were then in Armes for him, and 

joyn*d with the Lord - '-- Goring. A confi- 

derable number of the beft Ships alfo revolted from 
the Parliament, and the Citizens of London were 
forward to rife againft the Parliament : whereupon 
his Majeftie dcfign'd an Efcape thence, if he could 
tell how* A fmal Ship. \f as provided and anchored 
not farr from the Caftle to bring. him into Suffex, 
and Horfcs were provided ready to carry him thro 
Suffex into Kent, and from thenbc to march im- 
mediately to London, where thoufands would have 
armed far him ^c. Thefe things being knownc 
among the King's Friends, and particularly to

Jane Whorwood, (he repaires againe to Lillic, and 
acquaints him with the matter : whereupon he got 
G. Farmer, a moft ingenious Lockfmith dwelling 
in Bow' Lane in London, to make a Saw to cut 
Iron barrs afunder, I meane to faw them, and Aqua 
fertis befides. Thefe things being quickly obtained, 
his Maj, in a fmal time did his worke. The barrs 
gave Libertie to him to go out, and he was out 
with his body till he came to his Breafts, but then 
his Heart failing, he proceeded no farther ; fo af- 
terwards he was kept clofcr. Thefe things A. W. 
had from Will. Lilly ; who told him, (and fo he 
afterwards found it among fome of his Notes) that 
the faid Jane Whorwood came to him againe (upoa 
the dirc(ftion, as he tjiought, of Will. Lord Say) 
to know from the perufal of his Figure, whether 
his Majeftie fliould fignc the Propofitions fent ta 
him by the Parliament, fo fooil as they were read : 
to which Will. Lillie confenting, and that it was. 
his only way fo to doe, which by her, or her Let- 
ters, were communicated to his Majeftie, yet the 
faid Lord Say ( 'then one of the Commiflioncrs 
from the Parliament for a Peace ) did, after his. 
Majeftie had communicated his Intentions to him. 
what to doe, perfwade him from Hgning the faid 
Propofitions, telling him, they were not fit for him 
to figne, that he (Say) had many Friends in the 
H. of Lords, and fome in the Houfc of Commons^

He born at Daventry in Northamptonfhirei ediicated in a 
private School in Oxford, entered in New Inn at 1 3 Years qf 
Age, but foon removed to Magdalen Hall, where he took the 
Pegrees in Arts. Entering into Holy Orders, he became 
Chaplain to William Lord Say, and afterwards to Charles 
Count Palatine of the Rhine. Upon the breaking out of the 

Eebellion 
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his time, invited hiih and fome of the Mufitians 
to his Lodgings in that Coll purpofcly to have si 



Rebellion he clofed with the Prefbyterians, and was dcfigncd 
by the Committee for the Reformation of the Univerfity to 
be Warden of Wadham College, In the Year 1649 he was 
created Dr. in Divinity and took the Engagement. In 1656^ 
He married Robina the Widow of Peter French, Canon of 
Ch. Ch. Sifter to Oliver Cromwell, from whom he obtained 
a Licence to hold his Wardenfhip, tho* the Statutes of that 
College enjoin Celebacy. By the Favour of Richard Crom- 
well he was made Head of Trinity College in Cambridge in 
1659. Beirig ejeded thence the next Year, at the time of the 
Reftoratiofi, he became. Preacher, as it feems, to the Hon* 
Society of Grey's Inn, and Minifter of St. Laurence Jewry, 
London, at which time he again took the Oath. Soon after 
he was made Dean of Rippon, and in 1668, thro' the Enn 
deavours of the Duke of Buckingham, Bifhop of Chefter. 

He wais, fays Mr. a Wood, endowed with rare Gifts, and 
is reprcfented, by other Perfons, to have been a noted Thco* 
login, a curious Critic, an excellent Mathematician and Af- 
tronomer, a Man of as great a Mind, as true Judgment, and 
as good i Soul as ever they knew, and ah Ornament both of 
the Univerfity and the Engliih Nation, one who adorned the 
Gofpel itfelf by his great intelleftual and moral Endowments, 
To which Commeildation Mr. a Wood fubfcribes, in the fol- 
lowing Terms, ** and I cannot fay to the contrary that there 
** was any thing deficient in him, but a conftant Mind and

Mr. ^ Davis Mell was accounted 
hitherto the beft for the Violin in England, as I 
have before told you 5 but after Baltzar came into 
England, and fhew'd his moft wonderful parts on 
that Inftrument, Mell was not fo admired, yet he 
playd fweeter, was a well bred Gentlemian, and 
not given to exceifive drinking as, Baltzar was.

While he, continued in the State 
of Undergraduat and Bach, he did fet an high value upon, 
and eKpreflcd himfelf very often intolerably impudent, faucy 
and refraflory to the Ccnfor, for which he was puniflied by 
the College* In June 165^6, he was appointed to officiate as 
fecond Mailer of Wefbn. School, and in Dec. 16579 was hf 
the Governors made fecond Mailer in the room of John Vin- 
cent.

'Bay worth, is an old Houfe, fituated in a romancy 
place, and a man, that is given to Devotion and 
Learning, cannot find out a better place. In this 
Houfe A. W. found a pretty Oratory or Chappel 
up one pair of Staires, well furnifli d with Velvet 
Cufheons and. Carpets. There had been painted 



well learned, but of an hot and reftlefs Head. At length/ 
after his time had been fpent in continued Agitation, he died 
at Weftminfter Dec. 28, 1671. was buried Jan. following, 
about the middle of the Yard called the Fanatical Burial 
Place near Bunhill, followed by near a 1000 Proteltant Dif^ 
fentcrs.

(Rebells), in the grand rebellion. He alfo found 
there an excellent Organ in the faid Oratory : on 
which Mr. Smith performed the part of a good 
Mufuian, and ibng to it. Mr. Baskervyle was well 
acquainted with him, and tooke delight to heare 
faim play and fing. He was civil to them, but 
A. W. found him to be a melancholy and retired 

man ; and, upon Enquirie farther of the perfon> 
he was tojd, that he gave the third or fourth part 
of his Eftate to the Poor. He was fo great a 
chenftier of wandring Beggars, that ho built for 
them a larg place like a Barne to receive them, and 
hung up a little Bell at his Back-dore for them to 
ring when they wanted any thing. He had been 
fcveral times indided at Abendon Seflions for har- 
bouring Beggars. In his yonger Dayes, while he 
was a Student of Brafnofc Coll. he would frequent 
the Houfe of his Kinfwoman the Lady Scudamore, 
oppofite to Merton Coll. Church : at which time 
the Mother of A. W. being a Girle, and a Sojour- 
jiour in his Father's Houfe neare to it, he became 
acquainted with her : and when he knew that 
A.W. was her Son, he was civil to him, and after* 
wards * frequented the houfe, elpccially in the time 
of his Son Tho. Baskervyle, to refrefti his Mind 
with a melancholy walke, and with the retircdnefs 
of the place, as alfo with the fhady Box-Arbpurs 
in the Garden.

In the beginning of Sei>t. the Library of the Sept.

* John Harmar, an excellent Grecian of his Time, wa^ 

born at Church-downe, commonly called Churfden, near to 
and in the County of Glocefter, educated in Wykeham'f 
School near Winchefter, became a Semicommoner or Demic 
of Magd. Coll. 161 1, aged 17 Years or more, being then, 
about a Year's Handing in the Univeriity ; took the Degrees 
in Arts, that of Matter being completed in 16 17, which was 
the higheft Acad. Degree he topk, tho' he was afterwards 
called by the name of Dr. Harmar. About that time he cn- 
tred into Holy Orders, was Uiher of the School joining to 
the College, and a Preacher for fome Time in thefe Parts ;

And becaufe the tteane'of 
Ch. Church I)'. Owen, and fome of the Canons of 
that houfe and other Presbyterian Doftors, reforted 
to him, or he to them, for to draw up and give 
him a Modell, they were fo much incenfed, when 
they found the matter a Cheat, that LLoyd wa» 
forced to . abfcond for the prefent, or, as he ufed 
to fay, run away. This Mr. LLoyd was after- 
wards fucceffively Bifliop of S. 'Afaph, Lichfield 
and Coventry. 

Georg Wharton * the Aftronomer did take no- 
tice of this matter in his Almanack an. 1661, and 



* George Wharton, defcended from an antient and gen* 
tecl Family living in Wcftmorland richly poflefTed with 
Lands and Inheritance therein, was born at Kirbykendal in 
that County 4 Apr. 1617, fpent fome time in the Condition, 
of a Sojourner in Oxon. 1633, and after; but his natural 
Geny to Aftronomy and Mathematicks was fo predominant, 
that little or nothing of Logic and Philofophy cpuld take 
place in him. Afterwards he retired to h*s Patrimony, pro- 
fecuted his Genius (which was affifted by Will.

Afterwards he retired to Oxon» 
and had, in recompence of his LofTes, conferred on him, an 
Employment, which was to receive and pay off Money for 
the Service of the Magazine and Artillery. It was theii, at 
his leifure Hours, he followed his Studies, and was efteemed 
a Member of Queen's Coll. where he was offer'd his Degrees 
but neglcAed it. After the furrender of the Garrifon of Ozon, 
at which time the King's. Caufe did dayly decline, our Au- 
thor Wharton was put to his Shifts and lived as Opportunity 
ferved, went to the great City, lived as privately as he could 
and wrote feveral fmall Things for a Livelyhood. But they 
giving Offence to the great Men then in Power, he was feve- 
ral Times feiz'd on and imprifon'd. After the Reftauration, 
he became Treafurcr and Pay-Mafter to the Office of his Ma- 
jcfty's Ordnance, gained well by his Employment, and foi: 
his particular Services, was created a Baronet by Patent dated 
31 Dec. 1677. Sir George was alwaies efteemed the bcft Af* 
trploger that wrote the Ephemerides of his Time, was a con- 
ftant and thro pac'd Loyallift, a boon Companion, a witty 
Droll and waggiih Poet. At length dying in his Houfe a( 
Enfield in Middlefcx, on the twelfth day of Auguft or there** 
abouts. in 1681, was buried on the 25 Day .of the fame 
Month in the Chappel of St. Peter ad vincuki within the 
Tower of London, leaving then behind him the Character 
of a moft loyal and generous Chevalier.

He had been turn'd 
out of his Student's place by the Vifitors; but 
being well acquainted -with fome great men of 
thofe times^ that loved Mufick, they introduced 
him into the Company of Oliver Cromwcl the Pro- 
te£bor, who loved a good Voice and inftrumentall 
Mufick well. He heard him fing with very great 
Delight, liquor'd him with fack, and in conclusion 
faid : Mr. ^in^ you have done very welly what Jball 
I doe for you ? To which Quin made anfwer with 
great complements, of which he bad command 
with a great Gr^ct, that yatcr Higbnefs would ht 
pleafed to rejlore bim to bis Students place ; which 
he did accordingly, and fo kept it to his dying 
day.

Freaeh^ afterwiirds Preacher tt> the Hoaovrai^le Society ofi 
jUneoln-s fim akid Re^dr of BraHttibik or Sfajrntonin Nor*^ 
itliftmptonihire. At the breaking ont of the grand Rebellion^ 
11642, he iided with the PrefbyceriftB Paxey» and in the Year 
r643 he betame one of the AfTcmbly of J^ivinea^. In 1646^ 
he'v^as appointed by the Farliament one of the Six Miaiflera- 
to go to and fettle in Ojcon. to preach the Scholars into Obe- 
dience to the faid Parliament ; afterwards he was Dean of 
Cb. Ch. at which time he became Dr. of Divinity by a£hiat 
Citation. Bat being forced to leave his Deanery in the latter 
ilfnd of 1650, becaufe he refufed to take the independent Bn* 
lagcment, he retired to his former Cure for a time. Whe» 
die feduded Members vftti reftored to fit in Parliament, they^ 
itftored hlin to his Deanery of Ch. Ch. on the Eleventh o# 
March 1659, with, hopes to contintke there and carry on th# 
Prfibyterian DifciplineV In the May following, (r66o) when 
his Majeily was at Canterbury, he t^as admitted his Chap- 
)aiD» andj after hi^ Roftaurationi preached fevtnd ttmea be-

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liar. 5. The Fellowes of Mcrton Coll. proceeded to t&c 
Ekclion of a new Warden, according to a citation 
that had before been ftuck up ; but they fuppofing, 
not wichfjut good ground, that D'- Tho. Jones, one 
of their Society, wbuld aft foul play in the Elec- 
tion, (having been encouraged fo to doe by D'. 
Tho. Barlow, Prbvoft of Queen's Coll. viz. that 
he fhould name D'. Thorn. Clayton a ftrangcr, and 
fo HfKike a Dev<^otioti) the Fellowes propofed ta 
Mr. Alex. Fiftier the Sub-wardenj that they might 
exclude him from voting for that time, and affigne 
another Fellow in his place, according as the Sta- 
tutes of the College enabled him in that point. 
But Mr. Fiflier being of a timorous ipirit, and 



lore him. But in tKe latter end of June following, he being 
dedxed to leave his Deanery» to piake room for an boneft and 
orthodox Man, he was in the next Month ele^led, by Vimie 
of the King's Letter, Warden of Merton Coll. Soon after^ 
upon the feeling of his Pulfe, the King beftowed on him the 
Biihoprick of Norwych ; which See he willingly took with- 
out a Nolot and was, after he had taken the Covenant, and had 
often preached againfb Epifcopacy and the Ceremonies of the 
Church, confecrated thereunto in St. Peter's Church within

* Sir Richard Browne was Refident'-at the Court of France 
CO Ch. I. and CKz^. for the Space of 19 Yearti and durmg 
that Peiriod, was intruded with . feveral 'Important Negoda-' 
dons.. In 1649, ^^ ^^' created a Baronet (being the £rft 
that K. Ch. 2, nlade) by Virtue of a dornuint Warrant fcnt- 
to him by Ch. i. dated i Feb. 1643. In 1660, he returned, 
into England and executed his Office of Clerk of the Council 
for foifle time ; but Years then coming on, he reiigned it,, 
and retired to Charlton in Kent> where he fpent the Remain- 
der of his Life in a pleafant Retirednefs and ftudious Rec9fs.

Collier the Butler of the 

fame Coll. Wilcocks a Barber living in S.

Scholars of his Kindred. Thefc I fay meeting him 
about Shotpver, S'. Thomas, either afhamcd of 
their Company, or for fome other reafon beft 
knownc to himfelf, defired them to difperfe, and 
not to accompany him by his Coach-fide, which 
they did accordingly, and afterwards came fcatter- 
edly into Oxon. a qiiarter of an hour * became the 
Coach came in,

U Sunday, 
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31. Sunday, there yfzs a Sacrament and Ordination 
of Miniftcrs made in the Cath. Ch. of Ch, Ch, by 
^viiBrad. D'.Rob. Skinner, Bilhop of Oxon. Savil Bradley, 
M, A. Fellow of New Coll. (and afterwards Fel- 
low of that of Magd. Coll.) was one of the pcr- 
fons, that was to have holy Orders confer'd on 
him ; but he having been ufed to eat Breakfafts, 
and drink Morning Draughts, being not able to 
hold out with Falling, was troubled fo much with 
wind in his Stomach, that he fell in a fbwne, and 
difturb*d for a time the ceremony. At length fome 
Cordial being procured, it fet him up againe ; yet 
he could hardly keep himfelf fronl a fecond fown* 

ing. 

Further alfo, D'. Barton^ Holyday, Archdeacon 

of Oxon. being there as an Afliftant to the Bilhop 
and to give the Sacrament, it fo hapncd juft be- 
fore he was to give it, the Canopy over the Com- 
munion Table (which had been put up there, when 
the choire was wainfcoted about 1633) ifell downe 
upon the VeflcUs, and fpilt the Wine, and tumbled 
the Bread about. This was a great Diflurbance to 
the ceremony, and many wondred at it. After- 
wards when all things were put in order, D'. Holy- 
day took the Bole of Wine in his hand, and going 
downe the fleps to adminiiler, it fell downe, and 
hurt his face. So D'. Thom.. Lamplugh of Qu. 
Coll. who was there, was faine to officiat in his 
place. All thefe Accidents hapning together, did 
caufc much difcpurfe in the Univerfitie and City ; 
• ajid the Phanaticks being ready to -catch at any 

thing 
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thing, that feemcd cvill, made a foulc ftory of it, 
ias if it had been a judgment that had befallen the 
Loyal Clergy. 

Munday in the Morn. S'. The. Clayton fcnt his Apr, i» 
man to the Bible-Clerks of Merton Coll. to tell 
them, that * their Mafter would (peak with them : 
whereupon the cLerks immcdiatly went to Mr. Fi- 
fher the Sub -Warden, and asked him, what they 
had beft to doe, whether to go to him or not ? He 
told them, he would not bid them goe or [not] 
goe. So they went to S\ Thomas, who told them, 
that they were to returne to their Coll. and warnc 
all the Fellowes thereof, to meet him in the public 
hall of Merton Coll. between 9 arid 10 of the clock 
that morning. Accordingly they returned and did 
their Errand : whereupon when it drew towards 
nine of the ck>ck, the Fellowes, commanded the 
Butler, to go out of the Buttery, and to deliver 
up the Key to them. Which being done, the Ju* 
niors who were at Breakfaft in [the] Hall were put 
out, and the Dores thereof were barred up within 
fide. Afterwards they went into the Buxtery, bolted 
the Dorc thereof within, and then they conveyed 
themfelves thro the Cellar Dore next to the Trea- 
fury-Vault, locked it, and one of them put the 
Key into his Pocket. The Fellowes by this time 
expecting the comming of S'. Tho. Clayton, they 
retired to the Chamber of Mr. Rob. Cripps, which 
is over the common gate, to the end that they 



• 
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might fee towards Corpus Chrifti CoIJ. when S*. 
Thomas came. The Bachelaur Fellows alfo retired 
to the Chamber of Gcorg Roberts, one of their 
number, over that of Mr. Cripps, for the fame 
purpofc. 

About 10 of the clock in the morning came S'. 
Tho. Clayton, with the Vicechancellour and his 
Beadles, D^ R. Skinner Bilhop of Oxon. D'. Mich. 
Woodward Warden of New College, D'. Tho, 
Yates Principal of Brafnofc Coll. D'. Walt. Elan- 
ford Warden of Wadham Coll. D\ Jo. Fell Deanc 
of Ch. Church, D'. Rich. AUeftrie and D'. Jo, 
Dolben Canons, Mr. Joh. Houghton Sen. Fellow 
of Brafn. Coll. and many others. All which (fome 
of whonie were of the number of Vifttors or Com* 
miflloners, appointed by the King to vifit the Uni- 
vcrfitie an. 1660.) met the faid D\ Clayton in the 
Lodgings of D'. Yate at Brafnoie, and came thence 
by Oriel. Coll. to Merton. 

At their appearance neare Corp. Chr. Coll Gate, 
the Fellowes and Bachelaurs came downe from the 
aforefaid Chambers, and ranked themfelves in the 
Gatehoufe next to the ftreet. The Fellowes names 
were thefe, viz. Rog. Brent, Edm. Dickenfon, 
Jofeph Harvey, Pet. NicoUs, Rob. Cripps, Nath, 
Stcrry, Hen. Hurft and Rob. Whitehall. The 
BacheJaur Fellowes were thefe, viz. Georg. Ro- 
berts, Edw. Jones, Rich. Franklin, Jam, Work- 
man, Rob. Huntingdon, Edw. Turner and Joh« 
Powell. All thefe had not long ftood in the Gate- 
, houfe, but S'. Tho. Claytoq and his Company came 
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in at the Wkkcd (for die cdmimn Gates were bc^ 
fet open ) and going ilra^ht fonvard towards the 
the Hall (he putting ofF his hat to^the Fclbwes as 
he paficd fay)' D*. Edm. Didkenfdny one of the 
Fellowes, went aftsf him, pluckt him by the Sleeve, 
and faid, aS^« 9'bomiSj the Gaiehoufiis $bt ufual Place 
of Rsceptitm. When he heard thia^ he beckned to 
the Vicechanceikiar .and the Bifhop,' and told them 
they were to h received at the Gatel Upon this they 
fcturned back^ and allftood in the Gatehoufe, and 
when they were all placed^ SV Thomas asked ^ 
wl^re Mr. Fiiber the SubwardehrWas ? Mr, Brent, 
the Senior Fellow, anfwcr*d : 5^, M*. Subwarden 
keeps'^ his Cbambtr^ and is in bis ufual Cdurfe of Piy- f He mad* 
^kj fa that be bath appointed me at this time bis time pur- 
Deputy. Then S^ Thomas repiyed, that be came V^U^]^ 
foradmifon and poffejfum of the U^arden/bip of Mer^ ^^Xi 
tonColL Mr. Brent thereupon asked him, '^here^J^'^ 
was bis In/irment or Authority f^ it?^Thtn S'.notuader- 
Thomas calling his man, produced two black 
boxes, and in them two Inftroments, both with 
the Archbi(hop*s Seale to them, and putting them 
into the hands of Mn John HoUoway, a Covetuous 
Civilian and public Notary, (father to Rich, Hoi-* 
loway, a Counfellour, and afterwards in the time 
of K. Jam, 2 a Judge) he read them both uncovered 
with a loud voice before the Company, and many 
others from other Colleges, that by this time were 
gathered together, to fee the effeft of the matter, 
being all exceeding wrath againft the unreafonable 

proceed* 
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|)rdccedings • againft Chytxiii, by fnatching the 
bread out of other folkos Mouthcs. 

After the Inftrumcnts were read, Mn Brent de- 
fir'd them ^dcfir^d them", before they went any 
farther, to read a Paper, which he had in his 
hand, containing a Froteftation in the iiame of all 
the FcUowes, uQdtfr a public Notarie's hand, againft 
the Admiffion of S^ Tho. Clayton to the Warden- 
ihip of Merton ColL 

After Mr. Brent had read the Papcr^ Mr. HqU 
Ibway. asked him, wbere was ibeir hbiHtien'? 
(meaning an Inhibition from fomc Court, to ftop 
&'. Thomas's Proceedings) at. which Mr. Brent 
made a ftop, and looking wiftly upon the Fcl- 
Ipwes, they all replycd, tie^ need m Inhibithn, tiU 
tb^fmnd Qreivame^ and that the public Notatie's 
band was fuffident for that time. Then replyed 
fioUoway, youf Froteftation is invalid and worth 
mHngy and therefor^ they would proceed. Then 
HoUbway, according to the Forme, required of 
ihtm AAtD^jXion primo^ ficundo^ tertio: which the 
Fellowcs did all coragioufly denie, and fo imnae- 
diatly withdrew thcmfelves,. and went to their 
Chambers. .r* 

After this S^ Thomas asked, where the Clerks 
were ? The Clerks thereupon appeared. He bad 
them call D'. Tho. Jones. D'. Jones was there- 
upon called, and came forthwith to him in tho 
Gatehoufe. After fomc whifperipg paffed between 
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them, they drew down to the Warden's Lodgings, 
and finding the Dores fall (hut, HoUoway read the 
Inftruments againe bareheaded at the Dore or Gate 
leading into the faid Lodgings. Which being done, 
S'. Thomas asked D'. Jones, where [tbe'\ Keys of 
the Lodgings . ivere f he faid, the Subwardeh bad 
them. Then S'. Thomas defired Samuel Clerk, the 
Superior Beadle of Law, to go to the Subwarden^ 
and demand of him the Keys. Mr. Clerk there- 
upon asked Kim^ wbttber be flxmld goe in tbe Vict^ 
cbancellouf^s name^ or in bis name ? S^ Tho. re« 
plyed, in tbe Arcblnjhop's and Kin^s Commffioner^ 
names. Clerk thereupon went, and ibon after 
brought this Anfwer, that there were two Keyes.of 
tbe JVardetfs Lodgings^ one that belonged to tbe War-^ 
den^ which be (the Subwarden) bad^ tbe other to tbe 
fenior De^ne^ which D**. Jones had lately^ but when 
be went up to Londov they took it from him, which is 
now layd up in tbe Exchequer. As for tbe Key which 
be hathj he fait by be will not deliver it up but to tbe 
Warden when he is admitted. 

After S'. Thomas had received this Anfwer, he 
fcnt for M'. Brent the Deputy -Subwarden, and 
then HoUoway asked him ^aine primo^ fecundo^ 
tertioj for poflcflion , but M\ Brent denied , it. 
Then HoUoway bid S\ Thomas lay his hand upon 
the Latch of the dore, leading into the Warden's 
Lodgings, which be did. Afterwards D'. Jones 
whifper'd S\ Thomas in the Eare, and then they 
went to the CoU, ChappeU. In the way D'. Dicken- 
fon, who had more than once protefted againft 

what 
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what had been done at the Warden's dore, drew 
up to S'. Thomas, and told him^ that wbai bt and 
other Fellowes bad done at that time, was not in con^ 
tempt of bim or bis perfon^ but to fave tbeir Qatbs 
and not break tbe Statutes &c« but his words were 
heard with fcorne by S'« Thomas^ and fo Dicken- 
fon left him. 

^\ Thomas being entred with all his Company 
(except Fell, Dolbin and AUeftrie, who ran home 
to Prayers as foon as the Inftruments were read at 
the Gate) into the Chappell thro the South dore, 
the faid Inftruments were read againe neare the 
Warden's Seat. Which being done, Jones took 
S^ Thomas by the hand, and lifted him up into 
the Warden's Seat, and faid, that he, as one of 
or words to the fcnior Fellows, did inftall him, or give him 
'^''^' poffeflion as Warden. Afterwards rifing from his 
Seat, Jones took him by the hand, and repeated 
the Indudtion or Admiffion, as HoUoway read it 
verbatim to. him. After this was done, they all 
went out of the Chappell the fame way as they 
came in, and fo retir'd to their refpeftive homes. 

The Key of the Chappell they got thus, Robert 
Hanbam, Under-Butler & Gromc of Merton-Cotl. 
having been employed by the Society, to carry 
letters to London to hinder S'. Thomas from com- 
ming in Warden of Merton College, did, that 
night on which &. Thomas came from Londoni, 
go to his Houfe in S. Aldate's Parifh, oppofite to 
tbe Bull Inn, and humbly defired of him forgive* 
neis for what he had done : which S^ Thomas eafily 

grant- 
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grancingy Hanham kid downc before him the Key 
of the Coilcge Stable : whereupon D'. Jones, who 
was. then there confultlng with S\ Thomas what 
was to be done on Munday Morn, following, when 
he was to crave Admiflion, took it up> and told 
S'. Thomas privately, that that Key would open tbi 
Cbappel dore, in cafe be Jbould he denied entrance 
iberein. Whereupon D'. Jones kept it, and made 
ufe of it when the Warden S'.Thomas went to take 
PoflefTion of his place, as before 'tis told you. 

Afterwards the Fellows ufcd all the Endeavours 
they could to hinder* his admiflion and commihg 
in among them, but all, it Veems, was in vaine. 
The next Munday following, S\ Thomas fent word 
to the College, that be would come in by force. 
Whereupon the Fellows meeting together, caufed 
all the O^Uege Gates to be ihut both forward and 
backward, and fo they kept them a fortnight or 3 
weeks, and caufed Tome of the Bachelaurs to keep 
poileffion of the Warden's Lodgings, At len[g]th 
the Appeale of the Fellowes being ftopt, and * that 
no Juftice could be done for them, nor have Right 
nor Law for their Moncy^ they concluded, by the 
continual Interceilions of timorous Fijber^ to admit 
him. 

Friday, S'. Thomas, with the Vicechancellour, y^^y jj 
iomc of the King's Commiflioners, and certainc 
Head3 of Colleges, came a little before 10 of the 
Clock in the Morning, and the College Gates being 
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fet wide open, and the Fellowes in the Gate-hou(e, 
M'. Filhcr the Subwardcn did there formally, ac- 
cording to the manner and Statutes, admit him : 
which being done, they all went to the Warden's 
Lodgings, and gave him Poffeffion : which being 
done alfo, they went up into the dining Rome, and 
there had a fhort banquet at the College charg. 
Which being all done by 3 quarters paft ten, the 
Fellowes went to the Letany. 

After S\ Thomas was admitted at the publick 
Gate, he fpeake a Speech according to theCuftome: 
the efFeft of which is regiftrcd. But whatfoever 
was aded in this matter, which is at larg here fet 
downe, is not, nor would he fuffer any thing of it 
to be, rcgiftred ; which is the reaibn that it is here 
committed to memory by A. W. who was prefent 
* throut all the tranfa(^ions of the faid affaire, and 
wrot all the particulars downe, immediatly after 
they were afted. 

While thefe things were in doing, all the Uni- 
verfity and City were much concerned at them^ as 
feveral people elfwhere were. All Seniors, that had 
known what Tho. Clayton had been, did look 
upon him, as the moft impudent Fellow in nature, 
to adventure upon fuch a Place, (the Wardenftiip 
of Merton Coll.) that had been held by eminent 
perfons. They knew well to have been a moft im- 
pudent and rude Felbw. They knew him to have 
been the very Lol-poop of the Univerfity, the. 
common fubjefl: of every Lampoon that was made

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in the iaid Univeffity, and a fellow of little or no 

religion^' Ohly for Forme-fake. They knew allb^ 

that he had been a moft lafcivbus perfon^ a great 

Haunter of Women's Company and a commoil 

Fornicator. Ahb, that he had fided with the times 

after the grand Rebellion broke out in 1642, by 

taking the Covenant^ fubmitting to the Vifitors in 

1648, by taking the Engagement, and afterwards 

the Oaths to be true and faithful! to Prince Oliver 

and Prince Richard^ otherwife he could never have 

kept bis Profeflbrihip of Phyfick in the Univerfi- 

tie> as he did> from 1 647 to his Maji^ftie's ( K* 

Ch. 2.) Reftoration and after. In fine, all people 

were ftrangly furpris'd and amafed, to behold fuch 

unworthy things done after his Majeftie's Reftora- 

tion, when then they thought that nothing but 

Juftice iOiiould have taken place, and Roy^ifts 

prefcr'd. But as I have told you before, D'. Juxon, 

Archb« of Canterbury, being overpres'd by S% Ch. 

Cotterel, and weary of his Solicitations in behalf 

of Clayton, he fealcd his Inftruments, without any 

more adoe, for quictnefs fake, he himfelf being a 

-Very quiet man, tho he knew well what Clayton 

had been. The Fellows of Merton Coll. did ufually 

iay, in the bearing of A. W. that as the College 

was diilblv'd in the time of the grand Hebellion, 

fo ^twas no matter to them, if it was di0blv*d 

agaiae, rather than Tom Clayton ihould be War- 

den thereof. 

X a Now 
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Now let's proceed AU chefe things being ^ne, 
I think it fit at this time, that wee (hould take into 
confider^tion the authcnr of all this Mifchief, (ThQ« 
Jones) and then what Mifchief befell the College, 
in having a Stranger (o unreaibnably tkruft ttpoh 

them. 
, D'. Tho. Jones therefore being thought' the fit* 

teft Inftcument for Clayton to compafs his Defignes, 
and efpecially for this reafon, that he was ambi- 
tious, difeontented, covetous and defttcute of pre- 
ferment, cold him, that if he would diflent from 
the Fellows, and name him with the reft to be 
Warden, he would endeavour by all meanes ima- 
ginable to requite him for it, either by gratuity, 
preferment oV other wayes. This was fccondcd by 
Th. Barlow of Queen's, who had firft began to be 
tampering with him and draw him on in this piece 
of Roguery. He (Clayton*) told Jones, that ho 
could eafily prcifer him thro the Endeavours of his 
brother in law S'. Charles Ootterel, Mr, of the Ce- 
remonies : and if that took no efi^cd, he would 
ifter fonic yeares rcfigne his Wardenftiip, and by 
Friends get him to fucceed him.

With 
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With thtfc pitiful Promifes, Invitatiotis^ to* hii 
HouTe, Dinners, Treats, feir Words, Flatterkis, 
zndt 1 know not what, Jones pfoihifed to be ikhh^ 
full to him in his Knavdry, and fo he Wast, as 'tis 
before told you. But when Clayton w^ fetled iii 
his ]^ce, and Jones Fttlly faw, that he neglefted 
him, and made him only a (hoinghome (for the 
truch is Clayton wiis faUe, mealie mouth'd and 
poore fpirited) and that alfo the Fellows and others 
of the junior Party did deQ)ife hiiii, and look'd 
up^fi him as an tf rant knave, he in great dtfcoft'^ 
tent retir'd^ kept his Chamber, and never cam^ 
ioto the Company df ay perfon in the ColL or out 
of the. ColL fo that foon after being poflfeflf with a 
deep Melancholy, which his ftrength and reafbn 
could not weare away, without charg to himfelf $ 
he feU, as 'twere, downe right mad, i\ot raving, 
but < idle and f ran tick, as it appeares by thefe paf^ 
rage». (i) By his walking on the Mount in th6 
College Garden, very betimes kt a Morning, at 
which time he fancied Birds to flutter about hiil 
head^ and therefore he would be waving his armes 
alid hat to keep them off*. (2) By going oftenthne^ 
very unfeafonably to the Warden's Lodgings, and 
ifcei^e court and embrace one M**", - — - Wood, 
afldng her at the fame time^ whether the Lord 
ChaneeHoor (Hyde) was not then behind the Hang- 
ifigsi ? (3) By going once, if not twiee^ betimeai 
in th«i Miming to the Chamber of Mr. Ptt.Nicon*, 
one ^ the Fdlowsi to get him -to go with. him tor 

take 
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take poflclEon of the Warden's Lodgings, £u)[<^]]r« 
ing himfdf to be Warden. (4) By walking often 
in the Warden's Gallery, fuppofing himielf to be 
Warden, i^c. with many other ridiculovis matters, 
not now to be named.-, which fliew, that the man 
wanted fleep, and that he was blinded with Ambi-^ 
don and Covetuoufnefs. 

At length, upon fome perfwafion, he went to 
X^ndon an. 1662-3. ^^ thereabouts, and by the 
favouf of fi>me people (of whom Arnold a Ciyilian 
and College Tenant was one) be got a Chamber jn 
Doctors Commons, endeavouring to get practice 
there among the Civilians. But at length being 
found to be craz'd, had little or no employmeiu. 
Afterwards taking a Lodging in grciat Woodftreet 
in that City, remained there in great Difcontent 
till the great Plague raged;, and then by the juft 
hand of God being overtaken by that Difeafe, he 
was cut ofif from the Living in the latter End of 
Sept. or beginning of OApb.M, 1665, being a juft 
reward &r a knave and a rogue. 

Now for the Mifchief that befel Mert. Coll. by 
having a married ftranger tbruft upon them, will 
appeare by that which foUawes. But befi»« I 
proceedjo. the particulars, I muft tell you, that 
Clayton being fully poiTed at his firft comming in 
Warden, that the Fellowes were ail his Enemies^ 
^nd that they endeavoured to conceale the College-^ 
Treafure fronv him, and not let him know the worth 
oC his place^ as it was often 4>uz'd into his Head 

by 
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by his Flatterers (among whomc D'. Th. Barlow 
muft not be [forjgottcn, D\ Jones alfo, and an* 
other of inferior note named John Hafelwood, a 
proud, ftarch*d, formal and fycophantizing Clifter- 
pipe, who was the Apothecary to Clayton when he 
pradiced Phyfick) he took all occafions imaginablp 
to lay out Money, fpend and imbezile, and this 
forfooth was done upon the information of thofc 
perfons, that wbatfoever the Warden dishurfes for bis 
frame uje^ the College muft defray. 

Firft therefore, he and his Family, mod of them 
Women-kind (which before were look'd upon, if 
refidcnt in the College, a Scandall and an Abomi- 
nation thereunto) being no fooner fetled, but a 
great Diflike was taken by the Lady Clayton to thq 
Warden's {landing Goods, namely Chaires, Stooles, 
Tables, Chimney - Furniture, the Furniture bc^^ 
longing to the Kitchin, Scullery, ^c. all which 
was well liked by D% Goc|dard, Brent, Savile, &r. 
Thefe, I fay, being difliked by that proud Wo« 
man, becaufe, forfooth, the faid Goods were out 
of Fafhion, muft be all changed and altered, to the 
great expence of the College. 

Secondly, the Warden's Garden muft be alter*d« 
new Trees planted. Arbours made, Rootes of choice J^«>tet of 
flpw^rs bought, f^c. All which tho unneceflary, which coft 
yet the poore Coll. muft pay for them, and all this I J^^, 
to pleafe a Woman. Not content with thcfe mat- 
ters, there muft be a new Summer-Houfe built at 
the South-End of the Warden's Garden, wherein 
her Lady (hip and her Goilips may take their plea- 

fure. 
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fure, and any Eves-Dropper of the Family may 
harken what any of the Fellows fhould accident- 
ally talk of in the paffage to their owne Garden. 
And tho the Warden (Clayton) told the Society, 
that it would not coft the College above 20//. yet 
when it was finifli'd there was an loo^^ paid for it 
by the Burfar, wanting fome few (hillings. Thii 
work was thought unncceflary by many perfons, 
becaufe it joyned almoft to the Long Gallery, the 
Larg Bay -Window whereof at it's South-End af- 
fords a better profpeft, than that of the Summer- 
Houfe. 

Thirdly, by enlarging the Expenccs in the Stable 
much more than any of his Predeceflbrs. For tho 
S'. Nath. Brent did keep four Coach-Horfcs, yet 
he was often abfent. But Sir Thomas tho he be 
often abfent, yet two of his Coach-Horfcs (befxdes 
Saddle-Nags) were alwaies in the Stable. Farther 
alfo, whereas the former Wardens would take but 
ten or twelve Load of Hay out of Haly well Meads 
(which belong to the Coll. and are in the Tenure 
of a Tenant) yet this doughty Knight did take up 
34 Load at Icaft. And tho he ufed it not half, yet 
at the Yeare's End he did, like a Curr-Mudgin, 
fell it, and put the Money in his purfe. 

Fourthly, by burdning his Accompts with fri- 
volous Expences, to pleafure his proud Lady, as 
( I ) For a Key to the Lock of the Ladies Seat in 
St. Marie*s Church, to which (he would commonly 
refort. ( 2 ) for Shoes and other things for the 

Foot-Boy» 

Fiftly, 
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Fiftly, by burning in one ycare threefcorc pounds 
worth of the choiceft Billet that could be had^ not 
only in all his Roomes, but in the Kitchin among 
his Servants; without any regard had to Cole, 
which ufually ( to fave Charges ) is burnt in Kit- 
chins, and fomtimes alfo in Parlours. 

Sixthly, by encroaching upon, and taking away 
the Rooms belonging to the Fellows. One Inftance 
take for all. Mn Fifher quitted his Lodgings (viz. 
an upper Chamber with 3 Studies, and a lower 
Chamber with as many, in the great Quadrangle) 
in July an. 1 665, upon notice that the King and 
Queen would Ihortly come to Oxon. there to take 
up their Winter-Quarters till towards the Spring. 
When the K. and Qu. came, which was about 
Michaelmas following, M'*'. Franc. Stuart, one of 
the Maids of honour (afterwards Duchefs of Rich- 
mond) took pofleflion of thofe Lodgings, and 
there continued till Fcbr. following ; at which tune 
the Queen, who lodged in the Warden's Lodgings, 
went to Weftminfter, and M'^'. Stuart with her, 
and then Mr. Fifticr's Lodgings laid empty for 
fome time. At length the Warden finding, that 
the lower Chambers of the faid Lodgings were 
convenient for him, becaufe they joyned on the 
South fide to his Parlour, and therefore they would 
make a dainty Retiring Room, or at lead an Inner 
Parlour, he did, by egregious Flattery with fom^ 
of th« Fellowes, particularly with Mr. Sterry, 
by inviting him and them often to his Lodgings, 

Y "did 
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* did gtt their Contents fo farr, as when it Was pfio- 
pofed at a Meeting of the Society, to have the 
feid Rooms granted for his ufe, it was done con- 
ditionally, that the lower Chamber, jbyning to the 
Bay -Tree, in the firft Quadrangle, which did be- 
long to the Warden, may henceforth be allowed 
to that Fellow, which fhould hereafter come into 
that Chamber over thofe lower Rooms that were 
allowed for the Wardcn*s ufe. This bting granted, 
the Wiarden broke a dore thro the Wall that parts 
his Parlour from the faid lower Romes, and makes 
them fit for ufe, at his owiie, and not at the Col- 
lege, charge ; and they yet remaine for the War- 
den's ufe : whereby the beft Lodgings in the Col- 
lege, which ufually belonged {to] the Senior Fel- 
low, were fevered and fpoyfd; and all this to 
pleafe a proud and filly Woman. But afterwards 
when Mr. Sterry faw, that he was made a iboing- 
home to ferve the Warden's turne, (for afterwards 
lie difusM his company, and never invited him to 
Ills Lodgings as formerly, otdy at Chriftmas, when 
the Whole Society ufed to dine there) he became 
Ibis Enemy, repented of what he had done before 
the Society, and blamed his owne weakriefs much, 
to be fo much iinpofed upon, as he had been, by 
the mofb falfe and perfidious Warden. 

Sevently, by his going to Law with the Citte 
of Oxon. concerning certaine Libertie&Jn Haly- 
Well neare the faid Citie, (the Mannour of whicli

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bdQijg^th (9 Mertpn ColL) off. 1666. for the 
doin^ of ivJ)icb tho» wjyth much adOTs he got the 
cgmfwt qi the Fcllp^yes, yet goipg inconfideratly 
QO, ^nd not taking the Counfcll'pf old Charles 
JHtaUpw^y, Serjeant gt Laiv, the College was caft 
jind nwjch codamagcd# And A. W. doth well re- 
member, th^t the Cjti^en^ infulted fo much, when 
they overcame the Coll. in their fute, which was 
tried in Weftminftcr hall^ that in their retiirne 
from London^ the Mayor, or chief Officers of the 
City, did ride into O^on, triumphantly thno Haly- 
wclJ, to t^c^ M it were, pofleSipn of the Lit^r* 
tic»^ that they .had obtained therein. And oijc 

Chilme^d, as he remembers, who had 

been one of the Bel-men of the City, but then li- 
ving as an Under-Tenant in JHaly well, did in their 
paiTage prcfcnt them with Wine and Ale, while 
the P^u-ijli Bells rang for joy, occafion'd, as 'twas 
fuppofed, by the faid Chilmead. 

In ;all thcfe unrcafonablc proceedings, Jpfepji 
.Harvey, o^e of the Eellpwes, did conftantly op- 
pofe the Warden, and had there been more tjar- 
vqrs ffor he was a man of a high and undaunti^jd 
.ipirit)^thcy would have curb'd his proceedings if^ 
much, that they would have made him weary of 
the place 5 but moft of them (the FcUowes) being 
fneaking and obnoxious, they did run rather with 
the .temperpfihe Warden, than ftand againft him, 
meerly to \sj^cp themfelves In and enjoy their com- 
-i^rjftble jmiportancqs. 

Y t And 
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And now by this time the College was ran ex<- 
(Ceedingly into debt, and how to pay it the Society 
knew not. At length, upon confultation, the So- 
ciety addrefs*d themfelves to their Patron, the Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury (Sheldon) an. 1671, before' 
whom they made it plainly to appeare, that, by 
the Warden's meanes, the Coll. was run into debt, 
gnd that, by comparing his Accompts with the 
Accompts of thofe of S^ Nath. Brent, he had 
(pent a thoufand pound more than the faid S'. Na- 
thaniel, for the Yeares behind, fince he had been 
Warden, £5?r. The Warden S'.. Thomas is there- 
fore chid and reprehended by the Archbilhop ; 
which was all the remedy that they could get, and 
an order was then made, that the College fhould 
pay the Debt, and not the Warden ; which was 
then look*d upon as a moft unreafonable thing. 
But there was falfnefs in the matter ; for he that 
E. p. had for 7 yeares fpoken againft the * Wardin and 
his Proceedings, and was an Enemy to him, the 
Warden did, by his ufual Flatteries, gain him for 
a time, coUogu'd together, and work*d their ends 
fo much, that they found means, that the College 
Ihould pay the Debt : which being done, h« flight- 
ed him. *

In i66y twas expcAed there fliould be an Elec- 
tion of Fellowes, but, upon pretence that the Col- 
lege was in debt, there was no Eledion made till ' 
1672. fo the publick fuSer'd, and all people *than 
faid, that Merton ColL made but an inconJidirahU 
Figure in the Univerjitie^ &c. 

Notwithflanding all thefe things, yet the War- 
den, by the Motion of his Lady, did put the Q>1- 
lege to unneceflary Charges, and very frivolous 
Expences, among which were a very larg Looking* 
Glafs, for her to fee her ugly face, and body to 
the middle, and perhaps lower, which was bought 
in Hilary Tcrme 1674, and coft, as the Burfar 
told me, above iq//. A bedfteed and Bedding 
worth 40''. muft alfo be bought, becaufc the for- 
mer Bedftede and Bedding was too fhort for him 
(he being a tall man) fo perhaps when a Ihort War- 
den comes, a ihort bed muft be bought. As his 
bed was too ihort, fo the wicket of the Comnion 
Gate entring into the ColJ. was too low, therefore 
that was made higher in 1676, in the month of 
Auguft. The faid Burfar G. Roberts hath feveral 
times told me, that either he the Warden, or his 



Coll. iince he might have treated the Dr. as freely under that 
Article, in the Year 1664, as he has pointed him out here. 
It is poffible that the Dr. when he found all Oppoiition to 
be in vain, might fhew fuch perfonal Civility to the Warden, 
as, to a Man of Mr. a Wood's rigid Perfeverance, appeared 
inconfiftent with his former Profeffions and Behaviour* See 
Biograph.

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Lady do inventy and fit thinking how to put the 
College to charge^ to pleafe themfelves, and ao 
end there is to th^ir unlimited VtGrc. Hc told me 
alio, that there was no Terrier taken of the Qoods 
he had, which were bought at the College charg ; 
and therefore they did carry oiaay 4>f them, efpc- 
cially the Looking Glafs^ to their Country Seat^ 
called the Vacbj in Chalfont Parifh neare Wycomb 
in Bucks, which S'. Tho. Clayton had bought of 
the Duke of York, who had received the faid Mao* 
tiour from the King^ fallen unto him by the At- 
tainder of Georg Fleetwood, Efq-,. one that fate 
in judgment on K. Ch. L 
Jan. 29. A. W. was at Sandford * neare Oxon. in the 
Houfe of Joh. Powell, Gent, which was a Houfe 
and Preceptory fomtimcs belonging to the Knights 
Templars. He took a note of fome Armes in a 
Bay -Window in a low Room there. Thence he 
went to Littlemore, and neare it he found an an- 
tient Houfe, called ASmberie^ or Mincbionrea, that 
is, the Place of Nunns, founded there of old time. 
3ut nothing of the Chappcl or Church is there ^ 
Handing.

This Frollick being foon fpread abroad, e(pe. 
cially by the fanatical Party, who aggravated it to 
the utmoft, by making it the molt fcandalous 
thing in nature, and nothing more reproachful to 
Religion than that, the faid Company were fum- 
moned to the Court of Juftice in Weftminfter hall, 
where being indifted of a Riot before S\ Rob, 
Hyde, Lord Ch. Juftice of the Common Pleas, 
were all fined, and S'. Chan Sedley being fined 
500A'. he made apfwer, that he thought he was the 
firft man that paid for fhiting. S'. Rob, Hyde ask- 
ed him, whether he ever read the book, called. 
The Compleat Gentleman &c ? to which S', Charies 
made Anfwer, that, fei afide his hordjbip^ he had 
read more hooks than himfelf^ &c. The day of pay- 
ment being appointed, S'. Charles dcfired Mr. Hen. 
Killigrew and another Gent, to apply thcmfelvcs 
to his Majeftie, to get it ofi^, t)ut inftead of that, 
they beg'd the faid fum of his Majeftie, and would 
not abate S^ Charles two pence of the Money. 
Afterwards S'. Charles taking up, and growing 
very ferious, he was chofcn a Recruiter for that 
long Parliament, which began 8 May 1661. and 
was diflblved in the latter End of 1678. This 
Memoir is here fet downe, becaufe A.W. had fomc 
acquaintance with Sir Ch. Sedley, and afterwards 
fome acquaintance with Charles L*.

in Heraldry and matters relating to Englifh Fami- 
lies. This Mr. Crew was very deaf, and therefore 
living a retired and ftudious Life, did colled and 
write much. After he had left Halywell, he re- 
tired to Maggot* Mill, where having but little 
comfort of his Wife, he foon after died, leaving

was work enough for a curious and critical Anti- 
quary, that would hold him tugg for a whole yeare. 
There are a great many Evidences which belong- 
.ed to S\ Fridefwyde's Priory, but no Rcnt-Rolls 
of their Lands and Tenements. There are many 
Evidences and Rent-Rolls that belonged to Ofney 
Abbey, and innumerable broken Writings and 
Rolls, which belonged to the Priorifs and Nunne- 
ries that were diflblv^d by the meanes of Card.

Gynge-Montegney, and with many oihers, which 
he thought not fit to be publifhed.

A. W, went to London in the Flying-Coach^Aug. 244 
having before been nominated by the Prodtors one 
of the 1 2 Maftfers of Arts, to attend the Solem* 
hity of the InftallAtioh of James Duke of Or* 
tnonde to the ChanceHoiirfljip of the Univcrfitie 
of Oxon,

Carthuiians at Newport in Flanderi, but being difTaaded by- 
Ms Friends, he was recommended to Henrietta Maria Qneen 
Dowager of England, and taken under her Proteltion, anfl 
refolving to retire to the College of Benediftine Monks at 
Douay, )ier M4Jefty gave him one hundred Crowns towarcls 
the Expence of his Journey, which ihe could but ill fpare. 
Here he entered into the Order, and, on that Occafion chan- 
ged the Name of Hugh Paulin for that of Serenus de Crefley. 
After the Reftoration, Queen Catherine appointed hftn hfr 
Chaplain, and thence forward he refided in Soaicrfet Honfe 
in the Strand. The great Regularity of his Lih, and the 
Care he took to avoid all concern in Political Afiaiia preferved 
him in Quiet and Safety in the moft troublefome time. Bat he 
was a zealous Champion for the Church of Rome, and dif- 
tinguiihed himfelf by many Performances written in her 
Caufe, to which proper Anfwers were given by feveral emi- 
mnt Proteftant Divines. At length, growing in Years, he 
fought for Peace in a quiet Retirement in the Hottfe of Ri- 
chard Caryll, £fq; at Eaft Grinftead. in Su£ex, and dying 
upon the lo. of Aug. 1674, being near 70 Years Qkl» was 
buried in the Pariih Church there.

Society, by the Invitation of fomc Romilh Prieft then living 
in or near Oxon, went to Doway, and from thence to Ypres 
and entered into the Order of Francifcans among the Dutch 
there. After fome time fpent in foreign Univerfities, he be- 
came a Miifionary in England, where he went by the Name 
oi FrandfcUs a San8a C/ara, and was one of the Chaplains to 
Henrietta Maria Queen to King Charles I. His being known 
to Arch-Biihop Laud, and a Requefl he made to that Prelate 
to print a Work entitled D^us, Natura, Gratia, were made 
part of the Charge againft his Grace of Canterbury, from 
which he fully vindicated himfelf. 

During the Rebellion, he lived in an obfcure Manner, but 
was fomctimes at Oxford for the Ufe of the Public Library. 
After the Reftoration, he was made Chaplain to Q^een Ca<* 
therine and Provincial of his Order in England. He was 
well verfed in School Divinity, and in Ecclefiaflical and 
profane Hiftory. He was a Perfon of a free Difcourfe, of a 
vivacious and quick Countenance, but Creffcy was refcrved 
knd of a melancholy Turn. Francis St. Clara, alias Hunt^ 
alias Coventry (for he went by all thefe Names) died in Lon- 
don, ii^ay 31, x68o. and was buried in the. Church belong- 
ing to the Savoy, It was his delire, many Years before his 
Death, to fetire to Oxon to die, purpofely that his Bones 
might be laid in St. Ebb's Church (to \Vhich the Manfion of 
the Francifcans or grey Friars fometimes joyned, and in 
which fevcral of the Brethren were anciently interred) par« 
ticularly by thofe of his Old Friend John Day, a learned 
Friar of his Order, who was there buried, an.

pline, and a Hatred to Fangles, and the French Fooleries of 
his time.

Accordingly they made good Ufe of their Time, and taking 
exorbitant Fines, for Renewals of College E^tes, almoft fold 
out the whole intereft of the College in fuch Eftates : In Con- 
fequence of which, after the Reftoration, the Tenant, on 
Appeal, gained a Decree in Chancery againft the College. 

Trinity College has reafon to lament a Tranfaftion of this 
Sort, which Ivappened during the Government of Dr, Harris.

• The Origin of this Ceremony was a furious Conteft be- 
tween the Citizens of Oxford and the Students. Some of the 
later being at a T«vem> on the lo of Feb. 1354, broke the 
Landlord's Head with a Veflel in which he iiad ferved them 
with bad Wine. The Man immediately got together a num- 
ber of his Neighbours and Fellow Citizens, who having long 
waited for fuch an Opportunity, fell upon the Students, and 
in fpite of the Mandates of the Chancellor and even the 
King himfelf, who was then at Woodftock, continued their 
Outrages for feveral Days, not only killing or wounding the 
Scholars, but, in Contempt of the Sacerdotal Order, de- 
firoying all the Religious Crofles in the Town. For which 
Offences the King deprived the City of many valuable Pri- 
viledges, and bellowed them on the Univerfity, and the Bi- 
ihop of Lincoln forbid the Adminiftratipn of the Sacraments 
to the Citizens. In the following Year, they petitioned for

the Pricft of the Houfe— ^. At 19 Years of Age, 
in the beginning of the Civil Wars of England, he 
went to travel into France and Italy, fa w feveral' 
Cities there, but made Rome his Head Quarters — . 
After he had fpent 4. Years, he returned, the War 
in England being then ceafed, and took to Wife 
Henrietta Maria Savage, Daughter of the Lord 
Savage about 1647. who, tho* a tall, proper and 
handfome Woman, yet fhe proved not a good 
Wife to him, as being lavifli and improvident, to 
to the diminifcing of his Eftate. But having no 
Children by her, and fo confequently not fo much 
involved in the Cares of* the World as thofe that 
have, he followed and endeavoured to promote his 
Genie to the Study of Heraldrie and Antiquities, 
and beftowcd a confiderable Time in colledking the 
Monuments thereof and gathering together by 
writing feveral Genealogies of the Noble Men of 
England. ' At length, his faid Lady dying 1 663, 
he fpared not any Money to fet up a ftanding Li- 
brary in his- Houfe at Wefton. In 1 667, he 

travelled again to Rome, where chieijy, fpending 
2 Year$ at leaft, he furnifhed himfelf with many 
choice Books, as alio with Medals and Coins, for 
the fetting up a Clofet of Rarities. — After his 
Return, v&. 1670, John Vincent, Son of Aug, 

Vincent, 
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Virtfccnt,- fomctimes Windforc HcraU, . ariS both 
excellent Genealogifts, (which John Mr. Sheldon 
had for fev^ral Years allowed a yearly Pcnfion to 
encourage. his Works) being at that time deep in 
a Dropfie, was advertized that he Ihould leave all 
his MSS. and Pedigrees to the faid.Mr, Sheldon, 
who would pay his Debts thereupon, and relieve 
feveral of his Books that were then pawned for 
Ale. Whereupon, his Will being made and all 
left to him, to the Number of 2^0 MSS, at leaft, 
befidcs many Rolls containing Pedigrees, Mr. Shclr 
don conveyed them to Wefton, which made a con- 
fiderable Addition to his Library, — Afterwards, 
buying more printed Books, and fome MSS. when 
he could lay hands on them, he ^ame to be ac- 
quainted with A. ^ W. of Oxon, who, by Mr. 
Sheldon's frequent Invitation, coming often to 
Wefton, he the faid A. W. did put his Library in 
that Order, and made 2 fuch exadl Cataldgues of 
his Books that nothing could be purloyned thence 
or taken away, but it could be with little Eafc 
llraight difcovcrcd. — This Library he fettled in 

a large fquare Room over the Kitchin, and 

his Medalls and Rarities and Pidlures in. a little 
Room over the Entrie into ^the Hall ; which con- 
tinuing there till 1682, and then Mr. Sheldon 
caufing thfe Room at the N. End of the Gallery to 
be new wainfcoated tranflated them thence. ■■■ 
As for the Library, it continued in the fame Place 
till Mr. Sheldon's Death, at which Time, he be*

Sue H was the laft Sicknefs of Mr. Anthony 
a Wood, which put an End to a Life of (ixty 
three Years, of which near forty nine were Ipent in a 
continued Purfuit of the venerable Remains of An- 
tiquity, and in prefcrving them for the Ufe of PoC- 
tcrity. The large Volumes He publiihed, toge- 
ther wich the Collection of curious Papers in MSS, 
which He left, by his Will, to the Place of hii 
Education, are indifputable Proofs of his Abili- 
ties, Induftry, and Care. The Singularity which 
appears in the Stile of his Compofitions, frequently 

the 
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the Subjcft of Ridicule to Modern Refinement, 
fliould rather be placed tp the Fault of thofe 
Times, in which He imbibed the Rudiments of 
Learning, when uncouth Phrafcology was the 
prevailing Tafte, and to that reclufe Way of Lif? 
which difabled him from correfting it afterwards, 
by enjoying the Benefit of improved Converfation. 
Contented with a moderate, it might be faid, a 
narrow Income, He was indefatigable in the Pur- 
fuit of Truth, and fearlefs of Danger when cm- 
ployed in delivering it to future Times. He lived 
in the Praftife of ftrift Integrity and Juftice, and 
died with a pious Resignation to the Divine Will, 
and a fincere Repentance of thofe Errors, into 
which the Infirmity of his Nature had betrayed 
him. 

He was attended to the Grave by his moft inti- 
mate Friends, and buried an the Ante-Chapel of 
the Church of St. John Baptift de Merton in Ox- 
ford.
